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EDUCATION 


One hundred years ago Jeremy 
Bentham, the British utilitarian philos- 
opher, said, “If we can get universal 
and compulsory education, then by the 
end of the century all our political and 
moral problems will have been solved.” 

Well, the 19th century has come and 
gone, and political and moral problems 
are with us on a gigantic scale that 
Bentham never dreamed of. 

About the same time Horace Mann 
said, “The great burden of vices and 
crimes . . . may be driven out from 
amongst us by such improvements in 
our common schools as we are abun- 
dantly able to make.” But time has also 
proved Horace Mann wrong. 

The trouble with much of our educa- 
tion is that it has never faced the in- 
adequacy of secularism. The deepest 
need of our youth is not for more 
mathematics and science, better teach- 
ing of languages, and more effective 
training in social adjustment. While 
vitally important, these are not enough. 

The plain fact is that the problems of 
our time—tracial tensions, the explosive 
population burst, the deadlock with 
Russia, the thrust of man into outer 
space—depend for their solution on 
spiritual qualities of heart and mind 
that are beyond the ability of secularism 
to produce. 

Secularism promotes the autonomy 
of man. It leads to man’s attempt to 
achieve a man-made universe apart 
from God. 

W. G. Pollard, executive director 
of the Oak Ridge Institute of Nuclear 
Studies, said,.“‘No more terrible affront 
to his Creator can be made by man 
than this all-out attempt to seize God’s 
creation from Him and make himself 
sovereign within it.” 

Therefore, to educate our youth only 
within a secular world view is to edu- 
cate them for futility and judgment. 

But the big problem is how to go be- 
yond secularism. 

For the Christian, this means noth- 
ing less than the full commitment of 
education to Jesus Christ “in the fear of 
the Lord which is the beginning of 
wisdom.” But for the public schools 
such a solution is impossible. 

Because of the principle of separa- 
tion of church and state in America, 
Christianity cannot be taught in public 
education. Is the situation then hope- 
less? I do not think so. 
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First, we must face the fact that 
secularism is itself a philosophy. It is 
neither objective nor neutral, and it 
speaks volumes in what it does not say. 

Public education must get away from 
the idea that it is educating the “whole 
child.” There can be no “wholeness” in 
education when God is left out. 

But the fault is not all that of the 
public school. The Harvard Report was 
right when it said that, by the default of 
parents, the public school has been 
forced into playing Atlas by carrying 
on its shoulders burdens it was never 
meant to carry. 

And yet a frank and continuing rec- 
ognition of the essential incomplete- 
ness of public education, a humble 
acknowledgment that it cannot possibly 
educate “the whole child,” would be a 
valid move toward partial deseculariza- 
tion of the public school. 

Finally, the blame rests also upon the 
church for the comparative ineffective- 
ness of its educational efforts, and above 
all upon the Christian home for neglect- 
ing its God-given obligation for the 
Christian training of its children. 

If tens of millions of our youth are 
spiritually illiterate, the fault must be 
shared by the church and the home. 
Education cannot possibly be confined 
to the four walls of the schoolroom.

SPANISH CHAMPAGNE 


A strange controversy recently 
caused international tension between 
England and France. An Anglo-Span- 
ish wine company produced a white, 
sparkling wine and put it on sale in 
England under the label, “Spanish 
Champagne.” The British importers of 
French champagne brought suit against 
the company and the case came to trial in 
London. All parties agreed that the 
word “champagne” designated a white, 
sparkling wine, from grapes grown in 
the Province of Champagne, France. 
There was no doubt of this. 

The law in the case was “The Mer- 
chandise Marks Act” (1887-1953) under 
which it became an offense to apply to 
goods a description which was “false or 
misleading in a material respect.” The 
prosecution noted that in 1914 a firm had 
been forced to relabel what had been 
presented for sale as “British Tarragona 
wines.” The case had turned on the fact 
that the law read “false or misleading” 
and not “false and misleading.” The 
prosecution wanted the jury to award a 
similar verdict. in the “Spanish Cham- 
pagne” suit. But the jury decided in fa- 
vor of the defense and allowed the 
name to stand. What was the difference 
between 1914 and 1958? 

The judge summed up the case by 
pointing out that the British wine trade 
had, little by little, appropriated and 
employed, the territorial names of great 
and distinctive wines of Europe, to de- 
scribe wines made in regions different 
and remote from the authentic homes 
of these original names. On this ground, 
the jury dismissed the case. 

Diplomatic protests have been lodged 
by the French with the British, but 
there is probably no recourse. The fact 
that British wine interests have adver- 
tised South African “Sherry,” Austra- 
lian “Burgundy,” Cyprus “Sauterne,” 
swayed the jury. The leading lawyer for 
the prosecution said that the situation 
was like one man saying to another some- 
thing like this: “I’ve stolen A’s hat and 
he hasn’t noticed; I’ve lifted B’s coat 
and he hasn’t complained; I’m wearing 
C’s waistcoat and he hasn’t tried to get 
it back. Surely you are not going to be 
so unreasonable as to say that I 
shouldn’t take your trousers.” 

I have described this case not be 
cause I am interested in the wine trade, 
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nor even because I am primarily inter- 
ested in the practices or the ethics of 
the traders. I am interested in this case 
because it is a parallel to that of the 
sects and the cults. 

Jesus Christ is the One who is to be 
lifted up so that all men may see Him as 
Savior and Lord. The Devil presents 
counterfeit labels on deadly poisons to 
which he gives titles of truth. “Chris- 
tian Science,” is neither Christian nor 
scientific. The “Jehovah’s Witnesses” 
are certainly the witnesses of Satan. The 
“Church of Jesus Christ of the Latter 
Day Saints,” is certainly a gathering of 
people who deny the eternal godhead of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. All of this has 
become so common that the jury of the 
world is ready to bring in a verdict in 
favor of the Antichrist and against the 
claims of the true Lord Jehovah, Jesus 
Christ. He announced this in a proph- 
ecy that is startlingly apt, “I have come 
in my Father’s name, and you do not re- 
ceive me; if another [the Antichrist] 
comes in his own name, him you will re- 
ceive” (John 5:43). 

What a counterfeit can really do is il- 
lustrated by a‘letter in the London 
Times following the Spanish Champagne 
trial. The writer described a label on a 
bottle of wine in the United States; it 
read, “American Burgundy—beware of 
imitations!” This is the full circle path: 
the Antichrist claims to be Christ. 


FILTH 


A member of my congregation who is 
in high school has complained to me 
about the salacious books that are re- 
quired reading in his literature course. 
Since hundreds of thousands of worth- 
while books are now available to read, 
why should pupils be forced to read 
filth? 

This problem was very serious even a 
quarter of a century ago. Edwin 
Balmer, then editor of Redbook, wrote an 
article in Esquire of September, 1934, 
which was later printed in Readers’ Di- 
gest: “It has been most amazing to me in 
recent years to see the apparently un- 
ashamed increase of perverted subjects. 
I have read stories that were for the 
most part excellent, but under which lay 
an unpublishable idea. But what idea to- 
day is unpublishable, if not in magazines, 
then in book form? . . . Not long ago a 
woman appeared in my office with a 
manuscript for serialization. . . . Its 
candor was complete and plus; there 
was no situation which even by inad- 
vertence kept to any of the decencies. I 
could not believe that anyone would 
bring it out even between book covers, 
but someone did. ‘I was told to write it 
raw,’ she observed.” 

Throughout life I have read a great 
deal, and have observed certain rules in 
choosing my reading. Except for an oc- 
casional ephemeral detective story, read 
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for relaxation when my mind is very 
tired, I never read a book of fiction 
until it has been in print for at least one 
year. Amazing how the titanic ad- 
jectives diminish as the months go by! 
Books, hailed as magnificent in January, 
and named to the “best seller” list by 
May, are not even mentioned among 
the hundred best at the end of the year. 

Why should I spend two hours with a 
book if I would not want to spend ten 
minutes chatting with its author? More- 
over, why should I sit with a book 
whose theme is abhorrent even though 
written by someone who could contrib- 
ute to my mental and spiritual growth if 
he wrote on a higher theme? If you could 
spend an evening with Kathleen Win- 
sor or F. Scott Fitzgerald, or with 
Charles Dickens or Victor Hugo, would 
you be fool enough to choose either of 
the two Americans? 

While we are in school it may be nec- 
essary to spend some time on the world’s 
literature, but we must never neglect the 
Word of God for even the greatest of 
human writers. When did you last enjoy 
the privilege of spending the evening 
with God? 


INEXPENSIVE MISSIONARY WORK

THE 
SECOND 
COMING 

OF 
CHRIST 


WHEN WE SEE the race between the West and the Soviet world in the field of 
civilization-destroying weapons, the selfishness of national interest which 
dominates the foreign policy of the great nations, and the desire “to be’’ which 
motivates the great masses of people in Asia and Africa, how can anyone say 
that we are “building for peace’? 

This rationalization only pushes man’s fears deeper inside himself. Men 
sense instinctively that we are moving toward an impasse which ean result 
only in worldwide explosion. 

The Word of God does not leave us in doubt as to the future. The Bible is 
not only the revelation of God’s plan of redemption; it is also the revelation of 
His plan of the future. 

God in His Word encourages us to study His prophetic truth. Peter testified 
“We have the prophetic word made more sure. You will do well to pay atten- 
tion to this as to a lamp shining in a dark place, until the day dawns and the 
morning Star rises in your hearts” (II Pet. 1:19). 

Let us put aside any ground for misunderstanding before we enter the 
heart of the subject. We are not setting dates. We know neither the day nor the 
hour when the Lord will return, but we are certain He will return. The details 
we leave in the hands of the Father. 

First, we must understand that the second coming of Christ is a series of 
events, not one isolated event. Some of these will take place in so short a space 
of time that the Bible compares them to the coming of a thief in the night, to a 
flash of lightning across the heavens, to the blowing of a trumpet, to the 
twinkling of an eye. Others will take longer. 

The shadow of these events is already visible on the horizon of world 
affairs. While we cannot demonstrate mathematically that these events are to 
take place, yet the hearts of all believers turn with joyous expectancy to the 
light on the horizon, for in the midst of the world’s darkness we expect the Sun 
of Righteousness to arise with healing in His wings. A time of great sorrow, 
and then joy will break forth upon earth forever. 

In this series of articles, we shall consider three major prophetic truths 
connected with the Second Coming of Christ: 

(1) God’s people, the Jews, will go back to Palestine and repossess their 
land; 

(2) An alliance of nations, the United States of Europe, will be formed 
within the boundaries of the Old Roman Empire under the leadership of one 
who will be revealed as the Antichrist. True believers will be removed from 
earth just before the Tribulation period, but organized Christendom will 
continue to exist, prefigured in Scripture as the great harlot of Revelation 17. 
These two powers, one political and the other religious, will work together as 
allies. 

(3) Russia, the power of the north, will lead the rest of the nations in 
opposing the United States of Europe. 

But in this first article we shall confine ourselves to the biblical teaching 
which gives us the basis of all prophetic understanding, the establishment of 
the Jewish nation in Palestine. 
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So it is that all of history focuses at the cross of Jesus 
Christ and in the land of Palestine. And as past history 
focuses in Palestine, so will future history. 

In Isaiah we read, “It shall come to pass in the latter 
days that the mountain of the Lord shall be established 
as the highest of mountains, and shall be raised above 
the hills; many peoples shall come and say: ‘Come, let 
us go up to the mountain of the Lord . . . that he may 
teach us his ways and that we may walk in his path.’ 
For out of Zion shall go forth the Law, and the word of 
the Lord from Jerusalem. He shall judge between the 
nations, and shall decide for many peoples” (Isa. 
2:2-4). 

Here God announces that one day all rule and 
government on earth will have its capital in Jerusalem. 

If you take a good concordance and read everything 
in the Bible on the word “mountain” you will soon find 
that “mountain” is the symbol for national government 
and “hill” is the symbol of local government. 

And so Isaiah indicates that God Almighty will be in 
control. At this present time He does not have control. 

When I say that, I do not mean that anything can 
happen contrary to His will or outside His plan. But I 
mean that God has yielded to men the control and 
government of the world and one day men will be 
totally accountable to God for what they have done 
with this power. 

But most definitely today Satan is the prince of this 
world and the god of this age. Satan is bringing to pass 
the things which he wishes to occur, and Almighty God 
overrules so that everything happens in accordance 
with His eternal plan. 

But there is coming the day when God will again 
take charge of the affairs of nations, and ultimately 
He will govern this world. But He will govern it not by 
the United Nations, nor by the United States, nor by 
Russia, but by the Lord Jesus Christ and the Jews from 
Palestine. 

We must understand that God is interested not only 
in individuals but in nations, for He said to Abraham, 
“In thee shall all the nations be blessed” (Gal. 3:8). 

As there is individual salvation through Jesus Christ, 
there is also coming a salvation of the nations. And 
there shall also come redemption for this physical 
world. God’s redemption includes the deserts and the 
waste places which shall blossom like the rose and in- 
stead of the thorn and thistle there shall come the fig 
tree and the myrtle. We read in Isaiah that even “the 
wolf shall dwell with the lamb and the leopard shall 
lie down with the kid” (Isa. 11:6). Now this will not 
occur in this age, for the Bible teaches that the very 
next event in prophecy is the return of our Lord to take 
His own to Heaven. 

But already we see events leading up to the fulfill-

ment of this prophecy. God is getting things ready. 
During the course of human events we see the little 
indications, the straws which show which way the wind 
blows. 

In the future we know that Israel is to have an 
earthly kingdom with a capital at Jerusalem, but we do 
not see this yet. 

Right now we see that the Jews are back in half of 
Palestine, with Jerusalem split across the middle, the 
Jews possessing the suburbs, but not the whole city. 
The day is coming when Israel shall possess the whole 
land. 


UNDER GOD’S WRATH 


We have seen that God has a future for Palestine 
and that the Jews shall repossess the land. Now let us 
see what else the Bible says about the future of the 
Jews. 

“I will bring you out from the peoples and gather 
you out of the countries where you are scattered. . . 
with wrath poured out” (Ezek. 20:34). 

So we see that Israel will be brought back under 
God’s wrath. 

God chose Israel originally, not because they were 
greater than any other nation, but simply because it 
pleased Him to set His love upon them. However when 
the Jews departed from Him and wilfully went after 
other gods, it was necessary for God to scatter them 
among all nations. 

But now God is starting to bring them back “with 
wrath poured out.” We have seen this in our lifetime. 
Hitler himself was one of these channels of wrath. The 
horrors of his anti-semitic Nazi state sparked the 
present drive.to restore a homeland to Israel. 

What we see of anti-semitism in our day, however, is 
only a very small hint of what Israel is to suffer, as she 
will be forced by God to return to Palestine. 

In Jeremiah we find another vivid portrayal of the 
means by which God will bring Israel back to her 
land: 

“I will bring them back to their own land . . . Behold, 
I am sending for many fishers, says the Lord and they 
shall catch them; and afterwards I will send for many 
hunters, and they shall hunt them from every moun- 
tain and every hill, and out of the clefts of the rocks” 
(Jer. 16:14-16). 

Yes, God will drive the Jews back to their land. 
They have found many comfortable corners in the 
world and they seem to be content with the comforts of 
their adopted countries. But God says they will go 
back. 

The bombing of Jewish synagogues in our own 
country is one of the signs of the unrest that is coming 
to pass in the whole world. The Bible teaches that no 
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nation that loves and protects the Jews will be harmed. 
So the destruction of Jewish synagogues and the circula- 
tion of anti-semitic literature are terrible indications of 
judgment which might come upon us as a nation. As 
long as we are a safe homeland for the Jews, Russia 
cannot seriously harm us. But once we let anti-semitism 
arise and act nationally toward the Jews as Governor 
Faubus is acting toward colored people, we will be de- 
stroyed. 


WHEN GOD STIRS ISRAEL 


Now thirdly, the Bible tells us that God will stir 
Israel while she is still scattered among the nations and 
before she is fully restored to the Holy Land. 

“And when all these things come upon you, the 
blessing and the curse, which I have set before you, 
and you call them to mind among all the nations where 
the Lord your God has driven you, and return to the 
Lord your God . . . the Lord your God . . . will gather 
you again” (Deut. 30: 1-4). 

So we see that Israel will repent while it is yet among 
the nations. Then God will bring them all back and 
have them fully in the land. 

Now if Jesus Christ would come back tonight, im- 
mediately God would begin working among the Jews. 
According to the Book of Revelation Moses and Elijah 
themselves would be brought back from Heaven and 
would be preaching in Jerusalem. These two prophets 
would lead to the knowledge of Christ 144,000 Jews, 
12,000 out of each tribe, even as the Word of God 
predicts. 

And then these specially chosen servants of the Lord 
would preach Christ to all the nations. So all Israel will 
return to the land; not one Jew will remain outside 
Palestine. 

So we have seen three things: 

(1) The Bible teaches that God’s earthly kingdom 
will be established with its capital in Jerusalem; 

(2) That Israel is to be brought back to Palestine 
“with wrath poured out;” 

(3) That she will be stirred while she is still scat- 
tered and that repentance will come when Israel is still 
among the nations. 

Then it is that God is going to do another thing for 
the Jews. When the Church is removed from the world, 
the Antichrist will arise and rule the United States of 
Europe. 

In the ninth chapter of Daniel we see that the Anti- 
christ will make a treaty with the Jews: “The people of 
the prince [the Antichrist] shall destroy the city and 
the sanctuary. Its end shall come with a flood, and to 
the end there shall be war; desolations are decreed. 
And he shall make a strong covenant with many for 
one week.” 
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The Bible divides the human race into three groups: 
the many, the remnant, and the Gentiles. Everyone 
who is not a Jew is a Gentile; but God further divides 
the Jews into two groups: the many, who are un- 
believers; and the remnant, who are the first to believe 
on Jesus Christ. 

We learn from this passage in Daniel that during the 
Tribulation, Antichrist (“the prince who is to come’’) 
makes a treaty with “many” (the unbelieving Jews), 
and gives them all the land that God had long before 
promised to the Abraham. Even the powers of dark- 
ness will bow to God’s will and accomplish for His 
people what they are certainly unable to do for them- 
selves. 

But you may ask: Is little Palestine large enough to 
accommodate all Israel and dominate all of world 
history? 

The answer is that God gave the Jews much more 
land than Israel now possesses. In fact, the Jews have 
never possessed it all. 

The title deed is in Genesis 15:18-21: “To your 
descendents I give this land, from the river of Egypt to 
the great river Euphrates, the land of the Kenites, the 
Kenizzites, the Kadmonites, the Hittites, the Perizzites, 
the Rephaim, the Amorites, the Canaanites, the Gir- 
gashites and the Jebusites.” 

If you would check an atlas, you would see that this 
territory extends from Egypt to Iraq, and northward to 
include the peninsula of Asia Minor where the Hittites 
lived. So we see that Israel will eventually occupy the 
Middle East from Egypt to the Black Sea, including 
Lebanon, Jordan, Syria and Asia Minor. 

This area is about as large as France, Italy and 
Spain combined. Room enough! 

But you may ask another question: Will the land 
support such a population? 

A few years ago the answer to this question was un- 
known. But the young nation of Israel has answered 
the question itself. 

Today we can see its potentialities. 


VAST POTENTIAL IN ISRAEL 


By land and sea it is remarkably situated in relation 
to the flow of world commerce. The oil of the Middle 
East can best be transported through this land. The 
Jordan River provides water for irrigation and electrical 
power. 

For thousands of years, the Jordan River has 
emptied rich mineral salts into the Dead Sea, making it 
one of the richest mineral deposits in the world. A 
bromine plant has been established there; and, accord- 
ing to the New York Times, the Israelis have doubled 
the output of potash during the past two years. There

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OR US the world is just beginning!” A young African said 

these words to me at the end of a group discussion in Geneva 

on the church and race. After hours of pessimistic speeches by 

white church leaders on the immensity of the church’s task and 

the terrific problems ahead, this young African turned to me and 

said: “Why do all you white people speak as if the world is com- 
ing to an end? For us black people the world is just beginning!” 

I grasped immediately what he meant. I realized the danger 
that because our culture, our traditions and our dominating po- 
litical position seem to be in danger, we white Christians may con- 
vey the idea that God’s world is breaking up. This, to say the least 
of it, must make a very unfortunate impression on Christians from 
the younger churches in Africa and Asia for whom God’s world of 
new hopes and opportunities is just opening. 

We will have to adapt our thinking to the new world situation. 
We must relate the depth and vast implications of the great world 
movements to the Church. The Church in Africa and Asia as else- 
where is not only almost fantastically divided; it also faces an 


“ominous and in some respects an unpredecented world situation. 


The Christian civilization of which Augustine himself laid the 
foundation on the ruins of the old Graeco-Roman world, finds it- 
self in agony. This historical structure is in danger of collapse. We, 
the nominal Christian nations, carried western ideas to the far 
corners of the earth, we preached a Christian ethic to far flung 
peoples; to the little ones of the human family we brought a mes- 
sage of human dignity and the value of every individual. But 
Western man failed, and with western man the church; the neces- 
sary and indispensible social changes involved in our message 
were not carried out with vigor and the great masses of Asia and 
Africa still toil on in misery, poverty and ignorance. 

By two disastrous world wars these same nominal Christian na- 
tions brought unprecedented upheaval on the human family in 
every part of the globe. 

How many western people think and act as if the Christian or 
so-called Christian nations are still the arbiters and masters of the 
world! We fail to realize that there has been such a tremendous 
shift of the center of gravity from the Christian to the non- 
Christian nations. In the great world of men the norms and stand- 
ards of behavior of the so-called Christian West is no longer deci- 
sive. 

New non-Christian or anti-Christian forces are on the march, 
and we see their shadows falling across all the horizons of our 
western world. 

What is true of the world is true of Africa. And the Church has 
a supreme part to play. As millions are freed from illiteracy and 
the power of old pagan gods and fears, what has the Christian 
Church to offer? 

One of the basic needs of these millions on the move, these up- 
rooted millions, is a sense of communion. Can and will the 
Christian Church be a new home to them? 


The author is professor of the History of Christianity in the 
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The Christian Church must face tremendous com- 
petition. About 65 million Africans have already been 
drawn into the communion of the Moslem faith. It has 
no caste or color barriers; it creates a vast community 
of believers: real, strong, aggressive. 

What is more, the Moslem world is on the move. A 
few years ago the union between Egypt and Syria was 
formed. Other nations may follow. There is a new ag- 
gressiveness in Islam and a great drawing together. 

What hope has a deeply divided and caste-or-color- 
ridden Christian Church in a life-and-death struggle 
against Islam for the soul of Africa? 

Humanly speaking, the prospects of ultimate vic- 
tory are extremely remote unless the Christian Church 
can somehow discover a way to create a sense of real 
and deep community among all in its fold. I do not 
base my idea of Christian brotherhood on the brother- 
hood of all men, but on the clear and specific Chris- 
tian doctrine of the brotherhood of all believers in 
Christ Jesus. 

Besides Islam we must face Communism with its 
stress on community. Though we may condemn the 
community created by the Communist ideology as 
pseudo-community, the Christian Church must prove 
that its own genius for creating the deepest possible 
community among men is real. 


AFRICA’S PREDICAMENT 


If the Christian Church in Africa fails to create real 
community in Christ, it is doomed. If it fails to become 
a new “home” to the millions of uprooted pilgrims mov- 
ing out of their old paganisms and outmoded securities, 
these pilgrims will fall prey to some other faith or 
ideology, and find another home far from the cross of 
Christ. 

What has the Church of Jesus Christ to say about 
the deep divisions and high barriers constituted by the 
factors of race, ethnical divisions, and color? To any 
church in Africa whether Afrikaans, English, German, 
or French, this question is a very real one. We must ad- 
mit that no church or denomination in South Africa 
has yet reached a satisfactory solution. Every white 
church in Africa in some way or other faces this grave 
problem. 

How difficult the situation really is must be clear 
when we consider the position of a church like the 
Anglican Church in South Africa. This church which 
has been a very outspoken critic of the present South 
African government’s policy of apartheid has never 
prior to 1955 seen its way open to admit a single 
African student to any of its own church schools! Since 
1955 it is forbidden by law to admit African students. 

To anyone who does not know the stern realities of 
the South African situation this must look like rank

hypocrisy. But a responsible Christian who knows his 
Africa will be very careful in his condemnation. The 
problems are very real and the historical situation with 
its accompanying tensions does not lend itself to any 
easy or ready made solution. 

The Christian Church in southern Africa faces un- 
predecented racial problems. Few people are willing to 
face the new situation squarely and realistically. Some 
become sentimental and wish to bring down all bar- 
riers immediately; others simply refuse to face the 
changed situation in the belief that things can some- 
how go on exactly as before. They defend apartheid or 
a stern segregation within the church, usually on so- 
called “theological” grounds. 

I have often been struck by a very remarkable 
tendency in discussions on race and color or segrega- 
tion: main issues are sidetracked by questions that are 
hardly relevant. 

To illustrate: A great point is made by protagonists 
of segregation in the church that the Bible does not 
teach the universal fatherhood of God or the universal 
brotherhood of man. Certainly, the prominent teach- 
ing is not that of a universal brotherhood of men but 
the brotherhood of believers in Christ, but one still 
says: So what? At léast fellow believers are brothers. 
The same applies to the fatherhood of God: if all men 
could not be termed children of God, but only those 
who have been redeemed, at least all believers are His 
children and therefore brothers. In other words the 
Church as a body of believers has to do only with 
brothers in the Lord Jesus Christ and children of our 
Heavenly Father. 

The same applies to the stress on the existence of 
different races and nations. Everybody is agreed that 
they do exist. But does differentiation mean separa- 
tion? Is the unbeliever of my own race or people ac- 
cording to Christianity closer to me than the believer of 
another race or people? The real problem centers 
around the question whether these races and nations 
are more real than the reality of the “people of God” 
and whether the real demonstrable unity of the church 
among men must be sacrificed for these divisions? And 
on how we as believers, being brothers, can best live 
as brothers and so organize the church as to demon- 
strate this fact of our unity in Christ. 

On the other hand there is a tendency to view this 
problem exclusively as a color problem, whereas in 
some cases a myriad of ethnical tensions are involved, 
where color is hardly a factor or no factor at all. 

But the Christian way in all the practical complex- 
ities of the situation is not always clear. 

I want to stress this: We must always be careful not 
to view man in the abstract. Every man and every

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MA...: you are convinced that it is impossible for you ever to 
be different from what you are right now. Maybe you recall the 
grim dictum of William James: “By 30 a man’s character has set 
like plaster and it will never soften again.” 

Perhaps, therefore, you have lost faith in your own potentialities 











—even under the Lord and His transforming power. 

Listen then to this Scripture: “Jesus did not commit 
himself unto them because he knew all men, and 
needed not that any should testify of man: for he knew 
what was in man.” 

With His omniscient insight our Lord unquestion- 
ably perceived the evil of human nature. Yet at the 
same time, because He really knew what was in man, 
our Savior saw the potentialities of even the most 
broken, defeated individual, potentialities which could 
be actualized by God’s grace. 

The attitude of Jesus was like that of Michelangelo. 
One day that incredible genius purchased an ugly mis- 
shapen block of marble. 

“What are you going to do with that?” a friend in- 
quired. 

“Oh,” the sculptor replied, “there’s an angel im- 
prisoned in that stone, and I’m going to set him free.” 

Even so our Lord discerned in the worst sinner the 
makings of a saint. His attitude was like that of Luther 
Burbank, the famous American horticulturist, who 
once remarked, “Every weed is potentially a flower.” 

By the miracle of the new birth, Jesus believed and 
asserted, a man’s twisted relationship to God could be 
instantaneously and eternally made straight, and then 
—sometimes with torturous slowness, sometimes with 
incredible speed—the whole range of a man’s human 
relationships could be revolutionized as a new power, 
the very power of the Holy Spirit, permeated his old 
life. 

There was John, for example. What was he like be- 
fore Jesus had changed him? Three episodes lay bare 
his character. 

Here is the first. “And John answered Him, saying, 
Master, we saw one casting out devils in thy name, and 
he followeth not us: and we forebad him, because he 

followeth not us” (Mark 9:38). A narrow-minded 
bigot—that was John before Jesus had changed him. 

Here is the second of those episodes. “And James 
and John, the sons of Zebedee, come unto him saying, 
Master, we would that thou shouldst do for us whatso- 
ever we so desire. And he said unto them, What would 
ye that I shouldst do for you? And they said unto him, 
grant unto us that we may sit, one on thy right hand, 
and the other on thy left hand in thy glory” (Mark 10: 
35-37). Ambitious, self-seeking, grasping for a vice- 
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Prayer is an open door through which we go to discover the will of God. 


presidency in the very kingdom of God—that was John 
before Jesus changed him. 

Here is the third of those incidents. “And it came to 
pass when the time was come that he should be re- 
ceived up, he steadfastly set his face to go to Jerusa- 
lem, and sent messengers before his face: and they 
went, and entered into a village of the Samaritans, to 
make ready for him. And they did not receive him, be- 
cause his face was as though he would go to Jerusa- 
lem. And when his disciples, James and John saw this, 
they said, Lord, wilt thou that we command fire to 


come down from heaven, and consume them, even as § 


Elias did? But he turned and rebuked them, and said, 
Ye know not what manner of spirit ye are of” (Luke 
9:51-55). A young firebrand, hard, merciless, intol- 
erant—that was John before Jesus had changed him. 

But the crucial point is this: our Lord knew what 
was in John—potentially. Beneath the surface 
Jesus saw the possible John, and He enabled John to 
actualize that possibility, transforming that narrow- 
minded bigot and intolerant firebrand into an apostle 
of love. 


SELF-INFLATED 


Consider Saul of Tarsus. What was he like before 
Jesus had changed him? He was an arrogant Pharisee, 
self-inflated and _ self-sufficient, an enemy of the 
Gospel, a convinced Hebrew to whom the thought of 
shameful self-sacrifice was inconceivable. Yet Jesus 
knew what was in Saul—potentially. Beneath the sur- 
face of the actual Saul He saw the possible Paul, the 
humble servant of the once-hated Gentiles, a mission- 
ary who would gladly pour out his life for the gospel. 

Or take the case of Zaccheus. What was he like be- 
fore Jesus had changed him? He was “the chief among 
the publicans, and he was rich” (Luke 19:2). In other 
words, he was an unscrupulous crook, for to be a rich 
publican meant nothing else than that. A crook? Yes, 
he was a man with no respect for law and justice, a 
selfish, flint-like miser who cared only for money. Yet 
Jesus knew what was in Zaccheus—potentially. 
Beneath the surface of the actual Zaccheus, He saw the 
possible Zaccheus, a pattern of honesty and generosity, 
a changed individual who could testify, “Behold, Lord, 
the half of my goods I give to the poor; and if I have 
taken anything from any man by false accusation, I re- 
store him fourfold” (Luke 19:8). 

Then there was Peter. What was he like before Jesus 
had changed him? Ah, Peter was unstable as mud and 
shifting as quicksand, impulsive, outspoken, undepend- 
able, beset by doubt, torn by conflicting emotions, in- 
capable of self-mastery, as fickle as a teen-age glamor 
girl with a dozen boys on the string! Yet Jesus knew 
what was in Peter—potentially. And our Lord worked 
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with patience and grace to transform that man of mud 
and quicksand into a character of granite and marble. 
Hence, when the Savior first encountered that tempes- 
tuous fisherman, He made a promise and a prophecy. 
“Thou art Simon, the son of Jona, thou shalt be called 
Cephas, which is by interpretation, a stone” (John 1: 
42). And gradually Peter became precisely that, a 
man of stone. 


SELF-CONTEMPT 


Now what bearing does all of this have upon our 
lives today. The impingement is obvious. Defeated by 
sin, we may be filled with self-disgust, self-contempt 
and self-hate. We may truthfully agree with Charles 
Kingsley, who when asked, “What character do you 
dislike the most?”, replied without any hesitancy, “My 
own!” 

Perhaps we are like John before Jesus had changed 
him—narrow-minded bigots, ambitious and self-seek- 
ing, hard, intolerant and unloving. Perhaps we are like 
Saul before Jesus had changed him—arrogant, self- 
inflated and self-sufficient, with no spark of humility 
burning in our hearts. Perhaps we are like Zaccheus 
before Jesus had changed him—crooked, dishonest, 
selfish, caring for nothing except our own interests. 
Perhaps we are like Peter before Jesus had changed him 
—impulsive, undependable, head-strong, a welter of 
conflicting moods and emotions. And perhaps we are 
convinced that it is impossible for us ever to be differ- 
ent from what we now are. 

Yet the whole thrust of the gospel contradicts such 
pessimism. The gospel means that we can be different 
—by the transforming power of grace. What our Lord 
said to Peter He still says to us, “Come ye after me, 
and I will make you—!” (Mark 1:17). Not simply, “I 
will make you to become fishers of men”—no, more 
than that by far! “I will make you”—altogether differ- 
ent from what you are now! I will make you to become 
what of yourself you never could be! I will make you to 
become actually what, believe it or not, you are poten- 
tially. 

But, you may think to yourself, how can Jesus pos- 
sibly change me? Well, that question is rather simply 
answered. Suppose, however, that in answering it we 
ask another question. How did Jesus change people 
during “the days of His flesh”? He drew them to Him- 
self by the cords of faith, and once they were bound to 
Him in a saving, trustful self-commitment, He lived 
with them and they lived with Him in loving fellow- 
ship, and by that fellowship with Him they were trans- 
formed. Faith produced love, and love produced the 
transformation. And, ignoring at this juncture the 
operation of God’s grace, it may be asserted that the 
transformation of John and Saul and Zaccheus and 
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Peter illustrates a psychological and spiritual principle 
which is abidingly valid: a man tends to become like 
what he loves. 

Thus Starr Daily, a criminal who underwent a re- 
markable transformation while in jail, has movingly 
described his experienice in an autobiography entitled 
Release. He tells how during his imprisonment he be- 
came acquainted with a man serving a life-sentence, a 
man who in spite of all his gross misbehavior was 
nevertheless kindly, understanding, and well-educated. 
One day that lifer came to Starr carrying in his hand 
some pictures which he had clipped from magazines. 
One picture showed a miser, a horrifying creature of 
avarice and greed. As he and Starr gazed at it, that 
lifer commented, “Here is a man who loved money the 
wrong way, and he became like the thing he loved.” 
There were pictures of chronic gossipers, pictures of 
drunkards, pictures of invalids, suffering from self- 
imposed disease. And at the bottom of the group was 


_ the picture of Starr Daily as he had looked when he 


entered jail. Startled and aghast, Starr cried out, “Do I 
look like that?” 

“You did, but not now,” was his friend’s reply. “An 
inner change brings a corresponding outer reflection. 
When that picture was taken you were a typical crim- 
inal, narrow, intolerant, hateful, and selfish. A detec- 
tive could smell you a mile away. Your trade was 
stamped in every tissue of your body. Any child would 
have mistrusted you. You were a hardened criminal. 
You had become the image of the thing you loved.” 

Yes, Starr Daily had been a criminal and therefore 
he had looked like a criminal. But he had undergone 
an inner change. He had learned to love things which 
he once despised, higher things, finer things, the things 
of the spirit and the things of God. And the power of 
love had changed him. 

For, you see, love gives us power to become what 
we never could be of ourselves. And that is supremely 
true when the love brought to bear upon us is the re- 
deeming love of Jesus Christ in which we live and move 
and have our being once we have become bound to 
Him by the ties of faith. 

Sophia Peabody, for example, was a sick woman, 
pampered by her mother, unable to live a normal life. 
But Nathaniel Hawthorne met and married her. What 
happened, then? Sophia Peabody, the sickly clinging 
vine, was changed by the power of love. It was love 
that set her free and it was love that gave her strength. 

And so it can be with us. Once in faith we accept 
Jesus Christ as our Saviour and begin to live in loving 
fellowship with Him, He will enable us to actualize 
our potentialities. 

“Follow me,” He commands. And when we follow 
Him in faith to Calvary He makes us different. 














A N OLD MAN stood up to give a 
testimony in a small country 
church. The light of the sun was in 
his deep bronze features, the light 
of Christ’s peace in his eyes: “Let 
not your heart be troubled,” he 
quoted, “I go to prepare a place for 
you and if I go to prepare a place 
for you, I will come again and re- 
ceive you unto myself; that where I 
am, there ye may be also.” 

“T thank God,” he said, “that I 
am ready for Him when He comes.” 

Two weeks later town residents 
filed into the same church for his 
funeral. His lifeless form rested in 
a lavish coffin which had put his 
family in debt for many months. 
During 15 minutes of the funeral 
service, plaintive music accompa- 
nied somber poetry, read by the 
minister. The dead man’s family sat 
not more than two feet from the 
open coffin, listening to intermittent 
sobbing of those about them, trying 
to maintain a Christian testimony. 
As the eulogy was given, summa- 
rizing the finer details of his life, 
sobs were more frequent and tears 
more profuse. At the close of the 
half-hour service, a line of people 
moved slowly by the casket. Several 
women became hysterical upon look- 
ing into the face of the deceased. 

On whose behalf were tears shed? 
Those who were saddened by his 
death and felt the need to indulge 
their grief in tears. Certainly not for 
the radiant old man who had re- 
joiced to see his Savior. One mes- 
sage he would have desired at his 
funeral: “For God so loved the 
world that He gave His only be- 
gotten Son that whosoever believeth 
in Him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life.” He was interested 
in a Christian college and gave five 
dollars a month from a meagre 
pension to train Christian youth for 
full time service. It would have been 
his fervent desire that the thousands

of dollars spent on his funeral be 
given to this Christian work. 

Dr. Edgar S. Brown, Jr., director 
of worship for the United Lutheran 
Church in America, has stated that 
our present-day funeral services are 
often “downright pagan.” Most min- 
isters consulted in preparation for 
this article agreed with Dr. Brown. 
A close examination of some of our 
customs even confuses the pagan. 

A missionary to China remon- 
strated with a native because he had 
put some rice on a new grave. 

“Why do you put rice on the 
grave?” asked the missionary. “The 
dead cannot eat the rice.” 

Quickly the native responded: 
“Some time ago, missionary, I saw 
you put flowers on another mission- 
ary’s grave. Why? The dead cannot 
smefi, can they, missionary?” 

A Christian who wishes to honor 
Christ should face issues to be pre- 
sented here before that hour arrives 
when he must make decisions under 
emotional strain. You may not agree 
with many of these suggestions, but 
your Christian testimony in hour of 
stress may depend upon your pres- 
ent consideration of these very seri- 
ous matters: 

1. Upon the death of a loved one, 
call your minister. As a servant of 
God, he is trained to bring comfort 
from the Scriptures. Once your heart 
has been quieted, you are better 
prepared to make decisions. 

2. Ask your minister to recom- 
mend a funeral director, and, if pos- 
sible, to assist you in making funeral 
arrangements. There are many hon- 
est funeral directors, but there are 
also those who will suggest that the 
degree of your love for the deceased 
is reflected in a costly funeral. If 
you cannot afford an expensive cas- 
ket, don’t be led into debt by pleas 
that this is your last tribute to your 
loved one. As a believer, you know 
that your loved one’s soul is not af- 
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fected by an ornate casket. One min- 
ister states: “I like to remember that 
God takes as good care of the soul 
of the Christian who dies in a flam- 
ing airplane, or who is lost at sea, 
as He does of the person whose body 
is embalmed and placed in an air- 
tight casket.” 

3. Consider sealing the casket of 
your loved one before the funeral. 
In the past, this idea has been as- 
sociated with emaciated bodies, 
suicides and family secrets. How lit- 
tle this body should mean to the 
Christian who has claimed the prom- 
ise in Il Corinthians 5:6: “There- 
fore, we are always confident, know- 
ing that, whilst we are at home in 
the body, we are absent from the 
Lord.” If friends or relatives of your 
deceased express a desire to see him 
encourage them to visit the funeral 
parlor or your home, before the day 
of the funeral. One minister as- 
serted: “In the presence of an open 
casket, the family will find it diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, to ponder the 
Christian hope of resurrection. The 
open casket, while it might display 
the embalmer’s skill, does not help 
us concentrate on the reality of 
eternal life. On more than one oc- 
casion I have seen a company of 
mourners reconciled, and comforted 
during a service, only to become 
distraught moments later as_ they 
made their way to the open casket 
to look again at the corpse.” 

4. Plan a funeral which will 
honor Christ and cause you least 
distress, that your testimony for 
Christ may be victorious. Many min- 
isters approve of a short committal 
service at the grave instead of a 
formal church service, a memorial 
service to be held in the church later, 
if desired. Surely, such a service with 
only close friends and _ relatives 
gathered at the grave, the family 
pastor reading from God’s word, 
could be satisfactory to many Chris- 
tians. It would last only fifteen min- 


utes at the most and would not be 


an emotional drain on the family. 
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If you prefer a more formal fu- 
neral, honor the Lord by having it 
in a church. If your loved one was 
a prominent figure, many who loved 
him will attend. Remember always 
that this, like any other service in 
the church of Christ, is a worship 
service. Most ministers feel that 
poetry destroys the strength of the 
Gospel testimony at a funeral and 
upsets people emotionally; that it is 
also Christ-honoring to read just 
Scripture with few comments except 
to assure the believer of eternal life 
through Christ and to testify to the 
unbeliever of salvation through the 
death of Christ. 

What a glorious testimony was 
David’s after the death of his son. 
We are told that his servants feared 
to tell him, since he had fasted and 
besought God so long over his child’s 
illness. Yet we read in II Samuel 20 
that “David arose from the earth 
and washed and anointed himself 
and changed his apparel and came 
into the house of the Lord and wor- 
shipped.” David’s servants failed to 
understand his act of worship and 
asked the meaning. Then David re- 
plied, “While the child was yet alive, 
I fasted and wept; for I said, Who 
can tell whether God will be gra- 
cious to me, that the child may live? 
But now he is dead, wherefore 
should I fast? can I bring him back 
again? I shall go to him, but he 
shall not return to me.” 

5. Consider asking your friends 
and relatives to express their sym- 
pathy in “living memorials,” instead 
of flowers. One minister reports that 
he has conducted funerals where 
$2,000. to $3,000. was spent for 
flowers. By way of contrast, the 
chapel furniture in the Education 
building at the Warren Park Church 
in Chicago is there because Rever- 
end John Hess’ wife requested liv- 
ing memorials for her husband,

F ROM CHILDHOOD I have been a great lover of 

hymns. I never tire of leafing through hymn books, 
new and old, pondering their words, studying their 
tunes, weighing the beauty and fitness of each for the 
other, savoring the richness of the worship and de- 
votion in which the saints of all ages have poured forth 
the sweetness of the Savior’s name. 

Much to my sorrow, the hymnals of today, while 
more numerous, more glowingly-advertised and more 
widely-distributed, are of lesser real value and worth 
than the old-time hymn books. 

In fact, fewer and fewer of our modern hymn books 
can rightly be called hymn books at all; they are gos- 
pel song books. 

What is the difference? In the first place, it is not 
the difference between an American publication and 
a British one. Gospel songs occur in Britain, and have 
for many decades; Moody and Sankey’s Sacred Songs 
and Solos, Alexander’s Hymns and the popular song 
book Golden Bells being but a few of Britain’s gospel 
song books that actually antedate most of the American 
gospel song movement. Hymn books in the strict sense

of the word also occur in America, and have from its 
emergence as a nation. 

Hymns were first introduced to the Christian Church 
during the Protestant Reformation. Before the time of 
Luther, all church music was sung, or chanted, by the 
choir; there was no congregational singing. Luther, a 
gifted musician who in childhood had sung for a living 
and for his education in the streets of the German town 
of Eisenach, realized the potential of corporate sing- 
ing in worship; and he and his reformers swept Ger- 
many before them on a tide of congregational song. 
As the Reformation raced across Europe, music-lov- 
ing Christians gave voice to the expression of their 
new-found faith in what became the first real hymns 
of the Christian Church. 

Strange that today we tend to feel that the old cho- 
rales are only for the musical elite in the Christian 
community! They were the songs of the common peo- 
ple of their day—a poor and oppressed people, for 
the most part an ignorant and unlearned people. Yet 
when newly-formed congregations of these unlettered 
men praised God, they did so with the voice of such 
singing as has thrilled the music-loving as well as the 
ecclesiastical world ever since. They sought to make 
their praise a worthy medium of adoration to a great 
and glorious God. From the pens of their leaders and 
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laity alike flowed hymns that are deathless instruments 
of beauty and worship, that have lived and will live 
for centuries. How many of our current contributions 
to hymnology will live to bless the hearts of worship- 
ping believers five centuries from now? 

From such humble beginnings among the common 
people of Germany, the hymn took form and swept 
throughout the Protestant world. It went to Britain, 
true; it also came to America with the first Protestant 
colonists. In both Britain and America the art of true 
hymnody flourished, and many and beautiful are the 
hymns of lasting beauty and worth that sprang to life 
in the Church on both sides of the Atlantic. Then in 
both Britain and America, towards the turn of the last 
century, there arose that type of church music which 
we now know as the gospel song. 


WHAT’S WRONG? 


What is wrong with the gospel song? Basically, 
nothing at all. The earliest gospel songs were as rever- 
ent and as truly sacred as the hymn proper, only 
slightly different in form and beamed more towards 
the unchurched masses than to well-taught believers. 
When used in certain ways and in conjunction with 
hymns, they served, and do serve yet, a real purpose 
in the Church of Christ, and fill a definite need. It is, 
however, tragic that in the more extreme form in 
which gospel songs are competively and mass-pro- 
duced today, in the way they are used, and especially 
in the increasingly modern, even jazzy, tunes to which 
they are so frequently set, the real spirit of the Chris- 
tian gospel is becoming less and less apparent. 

For there is a vast difference between a good hymn 
and most gospel songs. It is not merely a matter of 
better music or better poetry, although usually the 
verse and the setting of the hymn are of a better 
quality; it is a matter of a vastly different and higher 
concept, of stronger doctrinal content, of truer spir- 
itual apprehension, of richer Christian experience, of 
purer praise. 

It is not for nothing that the songs and great dox- 
ologies of Scripture, the outpourings of the seers who 
beheld in visions a glimpse of the Majesty on High, 
are couched in the loftiest of language, pulsing with 
the noblest phrases and the deepest humility known 
to man; the cry of a human heart before whom the 
Eternal Godhead is unveiled could not be other than 
the highest Holy, Holy, Holy! that man can utter. 
And it is so with the great hymns of the Church. 

Condensed, distilled, even crystallized within their 
terse and simple quatrains is a reverence, an awe, a 
self-effacement, a grasp of the holiness and sublimity 
of God to which the present day gospel song, by the 
very fact of its physical form, its syncopated rhythms, 
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its modern harmonies, its glib refrains, its very sub- 
jectivity, can never hope to attain. 

In limiting ourselves to the use of gospel song in 
worship, then, we are selling ourselves short of what 
worship is most meant to impart to the human soul— 
a sense of the worth-ship of God. More, we are deny- 
ing to the young people growing up in our midst the 
riches of Christian praise that should be theirs by 
natural birthright. 

There is a sense in Christian experience in which 
the good is enemy to the best; perhaps nowhere is this 
more evident than in the sphere of Christian worship. 
Gospel songs are not wrong; they are good, and can 
be put to good use. But if we use them to the exclusion 
of that which is better, the best in Christian praise, we 
shall suffer in our spiritual lives. 

What constitutes a good hymn book? A thoughtful 
glance at the index of authors and sources should give 
some idea of the scope and wealth of the book. Here 
we have the distilled sweetness of the suffering, sing- 
ing Church of all ages and tongues. Here are the songs 
of the early Greek and Latin Fathers of the Eastern 
and Western Church; here the lays of the cloistered 
saints of the Middle Ages. Here is the thunder and 
the power of the Reformation; here is the incredible 
beauty wrung from the awful agony of Germany’s 
Thirty Years’ War. Here is the strength and devotion 
of the Covenanting Scot, the stern praise of the Non- 
conformist, the beauty of holiness of the Church of 
England at its richest and best. 


FELLOWSHIP IN SONG 


Is it important to us that we learn hymns other 
than our own? Can we not produce here in America, 
and in our own time, all the songs we need? We can 
produce good church music, and we sometimes do; but 
no church, I believe, can meet all its own spiritual 
needs. In the fellowship of the Church Universal we 
are caught up into something greater than ourselves; 
we see vistas beyond our own horizons; we come to 
experience something of the true communion of saints 
to which we have been called; we find a foretaste of 
the family life, the blessed community, of Heaven it- 
self. In the golden fellowship of song, the songs of the 
suffering saints of all ages, God has lessons for us to 
learn, blessings for us to discover, beauties to delight 
us, that we can experience in no other way. Wise, 
indeed, is the group of believers that sets itself to 
widen and enlarge the fellowship of its praise and 
worship! 

For whether we know it or not, we cannot live 
without the fellowship of those saints who have gone 
before. As little can: we do without the hymns of ages 
past as we can do without the theology whose ex-

pression the saints of other ages so slowly and pain- 
fully formulated for us. Indeed, if you would know 
the Christian experience of any age or group of be- 
lievers, study well the hymns of that period. 

For your own enjoyment and spiritual enrichment, 
for a sense of oneness and fellowship with all believers 
of all times and places, for some understanding of 
your own place among the redeemed of the ages, 
learn something of the history and hymnology of the 
Christian Church—of the early Greek and Roman 
believers, of the Moravians, the Lutherans, the Cal- 
vinists, the Hugenots, the Dutch Reformed groups; 
of the Anglicans; of the Covenanting Presbyterians; 
of the other Dissenterers—the Puritans, the Pilgrim 
Fathers, the Baptists, the Methodists, the Congrega- 
tionalists, the Brethren; of the smaller, 20th century 
evangelical groups. Learn what peculiar loveliness and 
worth each has contributed to the praise of the One 
whom supremely we love, and your hymn book will 
take on a new and richer beauty and meaning as with 
the worshiping saints of all ages you find your own

place in the deathless stream of devotion and adoration 
before the Savior whose name is eternally fragrant on 
every holy page. 

How can we bring good hymns back into our church 
worship? We are not all pastors or songleaders, having 
the right to choose what hymns we shall use in public 
worship! 

No, but each of us has the right to choose what 
hymns we shall use in private worship, and we can 
start right there. We can acquire a hymn book, and a 
good one, preferably several. Personally, I like to be 
familiar with the hymn book of every major denom- 
ination, including some books from countries not my 


own; I have recently found great joy and blessing in } 


the study of the hymn book of the Church of Scotland. 
I think a “words only” edition is best to start with; 
learn the words first, then the tunes later. 

There are a few nondenominational books of fairly 
recent issue which are true hymn books. The Oxford 
American Hymnal is one of the most profoundly 
beautiful I know. The English Keswick Hymn Book 
is another fine one. The American Inter-Varsity’s 
Hymns is a good little book. The recently published 
hymnal of the British Inter-Varsity Fellowship, Chris- 
tian Praise, is also a splendid collection. 

Study the hymns a few at a time, perhaps singly, as 
a part of your personal devotion. Read one hymn over 
and over until its message has burned itself in upon 
your soul, has become a part of you; until all un- 
consciously you breathe its lines in your prayers, until 
you waken in the night with its words upon your lips. 
Only a really good hymn can stand up to such inti- 
macy of association; but there are unnumbered hymns 
that can so bless and burn. Find them, study them, 
memorize them, live in their fellowship. 

If such revealing knowledge begins to make the 
songs you sing on Sunday seem shallow, tell your 
pastor about it. Ask him to include a hymn or two in 
his service of worship. Talk to your song leader. Let 
him know that you would like to sing some hymns, not 
gospel songs alone. Above all, teach your young peo- 
ple hymns. In Sunday school, in youth meetings, in 
week-night activities, center a worship service about a 
hymn, then use it frequently in your gatherings. Start 
a hymn fellowship after church Sunday night—not a 
“sing”, but a fellowship for the purpose of learning 
and studying a hymn or two each week, each month. 

When new books are to be bought, be on hand with 
suggestions and samples. Gradually, if enough indi- 
viduals become concerned about it, inroads will be 
made upon the church life of today, and the hymn re- 
stored to its rightful place, to become again the crown 
of Christian worship, a source of inspiration and chal- 
lenge and joy to the Christian church.

My 
God shall supply all your need” (Phil. 4:18, 19). Unlisted assets. . . . “God has blessed us in Christ 
with every spiritual blessing in the Heavenly places’ (Eph. 1:3). 


I had been preaching on the glory of the promises of God, showing that He has 


promised us peace, teaching, guidance, growth, and several other things, ending with a promise of 
joy. At the close of the sermon I greeted a couple whom I have known for 20 years. I said, 
“You're looking well.” One replied dolefully, “I am not well, and I never will be again.” It was 
almost as though she were seeking pity and longing for someone to tell her how miserable she 
looked.

We want the Lord to abide with us whether He comes to chasten or to bless. The 


French hymn that is sung to our common tune for “Abide with Me,” includes the following 


Soit que Ta main me frappe ou me couronne, 
Reste avec nous, Seigneur, reste avec nous. 


Roughly translated this reads, “Abide with us, Lord, whether Thy hand strikes me or crowns me, 
abide with us.” 


Of course. For all that He does to us or for us is for our good. 


It was evening. The disciples were with the Lord on one side of the sea. He said, 


“Let us go across to the other side.” They took Him into the boat, “just as He was.” They started 
across, and a great storm arose. But notice that they were in the boat because of His word. His 
purpose was announced on one side of the sea and it came to pass on the other side of the sea. In 
between the announcement and the fulfillment of the purpose came the storm.

We can then go forward again, carrying on His work while He carries 
all of the burden. 


To the true believer who seeks to follow in His way vox populi is never vox Dei. 


That voice is to be heard only in His Word, or speaking in our heart by the Holy Spirit, but 
always in accordance with His Word.

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A SHOCK-TREATMENT ON BROADWAY 


Dramatists have re-phrased the problem of suffering for centuries, but when Broadway puts the Book of 


Job in contemporary dress, it becomes a series of shocks. 


I HAVE JUST had the shock treatment on Broadway. 
So did the crowd at the Anta Theatre, and so will you 
if you insist upon reading this report. It would seem 
that the administration of Eternity is making it a 
practice to send me to Broadway whenever there is a 
craze on there. Two years ago the craze was about 
Eugene O’Neill’s posthumous play, Long Day’s Jour- 
ney Into Night. It now is about Archibald MacLeish’s 
J. B., a play in verse which sets out to provide a con- 
temporary version of the biblical story of Job. The 
Elia Kazan production, presented by Alfred de Liagre, 
Jr. at the Anta, would seem to have involved a certain 
amount of editing whose blurring effects hardly im- 
prove upon the authentic text of J. B. 

“Do you mean to say they have the impudence of 
nicknaming Job, J. B.?” 

Did I not warn you that you were in for a shock- 
treatment? Wait, this is merely the first shock, a minor 
one, believe me. More is yet to come. How could a 
dramatist possibly put his public into action nowadays, 
unless he indulged in travesty by some kind of ludi- 
crously extravagant incongruity between subject and

treatment? Let me ask you, Where do you ever see 
dignity or reverence make front-page news? Come, 
come, now .. . There is an unwritten axiom seemingly 
essential to the success of a play today, namely, that 
the way to impress even a great truth upon the public, 
nay, get the public to heed it at all, is to desecrate, to 
make even sophisticated people gasp at the daring of 
anyone debunking great figures and holy realities. 
After the first shock, the viewer smacks his lips, licks 
his chops, and waits for more to come. The average 
reaction is likely to be, How unheard of, how daring! 
This is genius! 

Of course this is not genius, and my first reaction 
was very much like yours is likely to be. Appraising 
the method from a purely technical point of view, I 
said to myself: This is just the easy way out. Great 
dramatists have always known that the action they 
meant to imitate could only be properly suggested by a 
minimum degree of seriousness and magnitude; con- 
versely, that it should avoid everything exceptional and 
monstrous, shun absurd creations of fantasy bordering 
on the burlesque. They knew that lasting values pertain 
































not to contemporary ways or tastes because these are 
ever changing, but rather to the stability of the eternal 
strains of the inner life. Accordingly they emphasized 
the perennial emotions of the soul and thereby—not 
through the pulling of cheap “ropes”’—gripped the 
attention of their public in terms of truth and depth. An 
infinitely more painstaking way, to be sure, but this was 
their way. They admittedly had, on occasion, recourse 
to some kind of deus ex machina to get out of a 
difficult situation, but this was the exception, and the 
trick was freely admitted. Never did the sacrilegious, 
nor even the scandalous become for them one of the 
main devices used for securing and retaining attention. 

I should therefore freely admit that my first reaction 
to J. B. was one of impatience, to put the matter 
mildly. Soon however the massive impact of the un- 
folding plot made a deeper probe compulsory. 

I came to realize how hard it must have been for a 
dramatist to introduce Job as the incarnation of our 
aimless, despairing generation. The difficulty was two- 
fold, to say the least. 

There was first the difficulty of introducing the 
supernatural on the contemporary stage. How could 
this be done in days such as these? The burden of the 
answer is in the Prologue. 

Two broken-down actors still proud of their vocation 
in spite of evil days now upon them, mount the side- 
show stage. Old men both of them, they wear the caps 
and jackets of circus vendors, yet cannot help disport- 
ing themselves as real actors, even if their only audi- 
ence is an empty darkness. There is the dignified Mr. 
Zuss who will play the part of God once he has gotten 
rid of the bunch of balloons hitched to his belt. Then 
there is the gaunt, sardonic Nickles, a popcorn tray 
slung from straps across his back. He will play Satan. 

It hardly matters that all this takes place after 
closing time, for there never is a closing time for the 
play of Job. Jockeying for position on a ladder under 
the darkness of the canvas, they finally succeed in 
adjusting the contrasting masks that befit their re- 
spective parts. 

Once this is done, however, things begin to happen. 
The light bulbs turn from yellow to red, then to the 
fading point, as gigantic shadows are thrown across the 
canvas. Their voices are no longer their own, but 
strangely magnified voices . . . Lo and behold, those 
Voices know the lines according to the sacred Text. 
But more. Satan sees, sees the absurd despair, the 
ridiculous agony of the naive children of men .. . 
How uncanny! The supernatural is reality, the real 
reality, and they have stumbled into the midst of it. 

The play is on, episodes being interspersed by queer 
remarks exchanged by the two fellows. The nature of 
these remarks varies according as to whether the im-

personators have their masks on, or have taken them 
off, or are merely trying to readjust them. This is 
exceedingly well thought out, and beautifully done. 
The hush in the audience testifies to a new kind of 
“shock,” that of a convincing encounter with the super- 
natural. 


PROSPERITY TO ADVERSITY 


And now for the second difficulty Archibald Mac- 
Leish had to come to terms with. It is best introduced in 
the words of Aristotle in Section XIII of his Poetics. 
In a drama worthy of the name, “the change of 


fortune presented must not be the spectacle of a | 


virtuous man brought from prosperity to adversity: for 
this moves neither pity nor fear; it merely shocks us.” 
It would admittedly be hard to find a more extreme 
illustration of this impossible alternative than that 
provided by the case of Job. MacLeish is too great a 
master of his art not to have been aware of this. And 
so he defiantly chose to aggravate Job’s catastrophic 
reversal of fortune so as to impress upon his public the 
magnitude of the blow. The shock-treatment, once 
more, for a reason that a further unfolding of the 
drama may yet bring to light. 

At the center of the dark platform we now behold 
at the head of a table set in the light and laid for a 
sumptuous meal, a big, virile J. B. Facing him at the 
other end, his wife, Sarah, a few years younger than 
he. She proudly, yet reproachfully, looks at their five 
sons and daughters who keep on laughing and nudging 
each other. This is Thanksgiving Day. 

Reverently, J. B. recites two lines of the Lord’s 
Prayer, by way of grace—a hurried grace? No. The 
simple grace of trust, even if the stricter Sarah dis- 
approves of such apparent haste to tackle the turkey. 
Throughout the meal, in fact, she keeps wondering 
whether her children, her husband himself, actually 
experience as they should, the feeling of awe and 
gratitude befitting the occasion. As for J. B., he is 
easy-going. Little does he trouble about correct atti- 
tudes. He knows that the Lord is in charge, that He is. 
This is all that matters. The evidence of Providence, 
moreover, is writ large as the successful industrialist 
and banker, now smiling at his lovely wife, rejoices in 
God’s bounty in the midst of their healthy sons and 
daughters. 

“God will teach him better, won’t he?” sneers 
Nickles. To which Mr. Zuss retorts with an indignant, 
maybe too loudly spoken corrective, to the effect that 
J. B. will learn to really praise. Yea, even when God 
tests him—tortures him, as Nickles puts it. And once 
more, the masks helping, the magnified -Voices revert 
to the biblical lines. 

Suddenly the ordeal is on, with a vengeance. Please 
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note that nothing whatsoever prepares us for its rapidly 
intervening blows. Rather these are suggested by sym- 
bolic, half-obscure happenings whose malignancy out- 
does the worst features of the biblical account, both in 
text and context. The eldest son dies at war, but not 
gloriously—blown to pieces by mischance, asleep on 
his feet in the frost. And as if this were not enough, the 
news is half-reported, half-suggested by two drunken 
soldiers who no longer know what their disconnected 
evocation is about. Two other children are smeared 
across a road by a reckless youth. Yet again we only 
learn about it in a hateful way—amid the maneuvering 
of one newspaper man and a photographer using a 
woman of the street to set the stage for a sensational 
snapshot of the mother’s anguish, once she hears the 
news. One daughter, a child, is raped and murdered by 
a moron. 


THREE COMFORTERS 


Then the whole town is wiped out by a catastrophe 
which leaves only glittering cliffs of glass and heaps of 
ashes. And now a blind J. B. hardly covered with rags 
unconsciously exposes the purulence of his sores, while 
two gossips talking triviality look on, swearing that the 
wife won’t put up with this mess. Sure enough, Sarah’s 
ultimate quip at J. B. is to curse God and die. Where- 
upon she leaves him to the curiosity of a snarling 
Nickles perched above his misery so as to better hear a 
steadfast J. B. say once again perchance, “The Lord 
has given...” (“Goon... Say it... Ah!) ... “The 
Lord has taken away...” 

Neither does the intervention of the Three Com- 
forters do much to relieve the tension. They are as 
much worn-out as their clothing. Why should the fat, 
redfaced, cigar-smoking Zophar be made to wear a 
wreck of a clerical collar, to either insinuate or thunder 
his loveless, dogmatic theological pronouncements of 
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doom and despair? Does this imply that “the candles in 
churches are out,” as a hint later suggests in a myster- 
ious way? This later hint, incidentally, together with the 
utterings of Zophar the cleric, completes all that is ever 
said of the Church in this biblical play. 

The lean and dark intern Eliphaz in his soiled 
jacket incarnates a half-baked scientific smugness. All 
the current clichés of a well-worn psychiatrism come to 
his satisfied lips, such as, guilt as a psychophenomenal 
situation, the sea of the unconscious, and what have 
you. 

An extra shock-treatment of the desecrating type is 
provided by a squatty Bildad. J. B. has just painfully 
pulled himself up in a kneeling position, his anguished 
face raised up to heaven. He whispers: 

God! My God! What have I 
Done? 

There is a silence, then Bildad removes his cigarette, 

and drops the casual remark: 
Fair question, Big Boy. 
Any one answer you yet? No answer? 

Whereupon he knocks out his pipe while Zophar, 
the red-faced cleric, similarly removes his cigar to 
volunteer a condescending explanation. In his agony, 
meanwhile, the blind, aching J. B. keeps on asking one 
question after another, and finally, “Why have you 
come?” only to be met with this coarse, laughing 
answer of Bildad: 

For comfort, Big Boy. 
Didn’t you ring? 

Is not this whole scene the apex of burlesque? Yes, 
but tragically so; for there is more than mere scandal- 
mongering there. What increasingly comes to light is 
the purposelessness of our age, the emptiness of it all. 
And what a welcome relief, when at long last the 
barely audible voice of J. B. is miraculously magnified 
to the point where it releases the purifying grandeur of 
the biblical verses. 

As a train was taking me back to Princeton, I 
somehow gained a new understanding of the deeper 
reason for the shock-treatment administered to the 
Broadway audience. There was infinitely more to it 
than a cheap concession to the sensational. The shock- 
treatment, I remembered, is nowadays conceived as 
the ultimate remedy for the more severe forms of 
mental illness in which the patient has so far departed 
from reality, as to be living in a false world of his own. 
Is this not the plight of our generation? 

Our age has lost a sense of ultimate purpose labori- 
ously gained over thousands of years. In so doing, it 
has reverted to that sense of doom which prevailed in 
ancient, pagan cultures. We seem to have conquered 
doom, and this mostly thanks to the biblical revelation,

OTHING SEEMS more simple than obeying Jesus 

Christ. Have we not prayer and His Word? Is it 
not just a matter of being willing to follow? Yet we 
cringe at our Lord’s question: “Why do you call Him, 
‘Lord, Lord,’ and not do what He tells you?” 

When we begin the path of obedience in missions we 
encounter certain obstacles, and the greatest of these 
are our humanity, our wealth, our nationalism. 

Certainly it is an advantage to be human. This is 
the thing which links us with the non-Christian world 
we are trying to reach. Our Lord was able to achieve 
His saving mission when He became a man. When we 
realize that we are like other people, that we, too, bear 
the burden of human sin, then we are able to be led by 
His Spirit. 

Wealth, too, can be a great advantage. How else 
can we send missionaries to the field, carry on a pro- 
gram and support our work? But having wealth may 
make more difficult the relationships of mission boards 
with churches abroad concerning proper apportionment 
of funds. American wealth complicates every effort 
abroad. How do we help them without hurting them? 
The overseas churches need and ask for more than 
American churches are willing to give. 

The rich young ruler of Jesus’ day has his counter- 
part in many vibrant young Americans. Whereas Jesus 
was approached by one seeking to enter the Kingdom,

many of our fellow citizeris, with sincere motives, would 
through technical “know-how,” economic aid, and with 
high-minded purpose, bring in the Kingdom. And like 
their wealthy predecessor, they would have a Kingdom 
built on good works: “What good thing must I do?” 
Then faced with the realization that they must sacrifice 
to accomplish the task, they turn away sorrowing. 

Our churches are loaded with just such people. In a 
crisis or in some emergency, we make the grand and 
sacrificial gesture. But what we have failed to under- 
stand is that the Christian faith always demands the 
extra sacrificial struggle. 

Wealth, even with all its difficulties, belongs to God 
and must be wiped out as an obstacle to become the 
great advantage it is. We must make it clear to our 
churches that never has the American Church risen to 
its reponsibility in spreading the Kingdom of Jesus 
Christ throughout the world. 

We have not only our wealth, but we have our cul- 
ture. We are Americans, proud of our heritage, influ- 
enced by our culture and environment, reacting usually 
as good patriots should. Now this too can be an ad- 
vantage. With our educational system, our universities, 
we go into the world with a broad knowledge. True, 
with our vigorous psychology we sometimes appear the 
bull in the china shop, but it is also true that Ameri- 
can “know-how” has in some cases achieved the impos- 
sible. 

Therefore, we know that one can go as an American 
and make a real contribution from our culture. At the 
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same time, all of us, influenced by our American way 
of life, unwittingly equate Christianity and patriotism. 
We are not conscious of it always; yet there is a tend- 
ency throughout our churches to lose interest in a mis- 
sionary enterprise being carried on in some section of 
the world “unfriendly” to the United States. 

Thus, when the Middle East situation took an anti- 
Western turn in recent months, our making any fur- 
ther investment in the area was questioned. 

But what is it that Christ is expecting us to do? 

The Church lives in two worlds. Though it is in- 
volved in the affairs of this world, it is also a part of 
God’s eternal fellowship with an eternal mission. It 
cannot be equated with any institutions here on earth. 

Therefore, we must understand our nationalism and 
how it affects our Christian mission. It isn’t so much that 
we equate our mission with American foreign policy, 
but we somehow get the two intermingled. 

We have sometimes fostered the naive assumption 
that if we would acquaint enough Christian citizens 
with all the problems facing us in foreign policy, and if 
they would rise and determine the actions of our coun- 
try to go in this direction or that in a certain situation, 
then the Kingdom of God would move forward be- 
cause America was behaving thus and so as a Chris- 
tian nation among the nations. What a false and foolish 
hope! 

What is Christian behavior? Well, our mind im- 
mediately goes to such things as integrity, honesty, 
morality, righteousness. If there is such a thing as 
progression in Christian ethics, then we move on to 
helping someone who is in trouble. Now America has 
certainly given adequate witness as a nation that she 
believes in these things. We have a very high-cost 
foreign-aid program. We have shown willingness to 
help with the under-developed areas of the world. We 
move on in the Christian ethic to such things as hav- 
ing “love for your enemies,” and here again we could 
make a real case for America’s witness. When in his- 
tory have men ever seen a nation extending economic 
aid to restore a former enemy as we have Japan, 
Germany and Italy since World War II? But wait! The 
motive which seems to have carried many of the votes, 
is described as “enlightened self-interest.” Is there any- 
thing of Christ in such a motive? Furthermore, when 
we got around to helping our enemies, we were the vic- 
tors. Could we love our enemies had they been the con- 
querors? 

Even so, the Christian ethic moves still further, for 
the climax of Christian ethics is found in the cross. Its 
supreme example is the cross of Jesus Christ, and the 
supreme test of Christian behavior is experiencing the 
cross. 

The cross is not surrendering prerogatives in the 
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United Nations, neither is it giving surplus commodities 
to needy nations, nor is it paying taxes in order to re- 
store conquered countries. Paul says, “One will hardly 
die for a righteous man, though perhaps for a good man 
one would dare even to die. But God shows his love for 
us in that while we were yet sinners Christ died for us.” 
The essence of the cross is sacrificing life for those who 
do not deserve it! 

Who would expect his nation to do that? Would you 
support the President or the Secretary of State in lay- 
ing down America’s life for the Soviet Union? We can- 
not expect of a nation what Christ demands of the in- 
dividual. Therefore, we can never expect a foreign 
policy which is uniquely Christian! 

Now let us be clear here: We will still, as the Church 
of Jesus Christ, keep reminding the state of such issues 
as justice and righteousness. We will still speak out on 
moral issues as they have been presented to us. But 
the dynamics of Christian faith are worked out, not in 
national policies, but in the Church of Jesus Christ. 

Therefore, the Church has a special mission in to- 
day’s world. If the gospel of Jesus Christ is to have any 
impact upon life in our generation, it will be through 
the heralding of the good news by the Church. We 
have to understand this very clearly. 

We say that today is the day of nationalism but na- 
tionalism is already obsolete. No longer are nations 
able to act as individual nations. The Foreign Minister 
of West Germany comes to America preceding the 
NATO meeting. And why? To discuss the fact that 
foreign policy within the NATO circle must be dis- 
cussed with all groups before any nation attempts to 
exercise it. What a tragedy that in our day when na- 
tions of Asia and Africa are moving out of the colonial 
era into independence and self-determination, in a 
sense, it is too late. The pattern of the immediate fu- 
ture is already marked when we see such names as 
SEATO, NATO, UN, Baghdad Pact, Arab League, 
Asian-African Bloc, Latin-American Congress. These 
are the words which spell the death knell of individual 
national action on any important issue. 

The future belongs to those who can rise above na- 
tional borders, racial distinctions, cultural divisions. 
And the Church of Jesus Christ has this mission: to 
say to men that Christ has solved the problem of hu- 
man sin which brings about these divisions, to set be- 
fore them a pattern where they can see there is an op- 
portunity for unity and brotherhood to be found in 
Christ and Christ alone, and through the witness of its 
own life to join hands with all others who are a part 
of the great Church of Jesus Christ to carry this mes- 
sage to the non-Christian world. 

If we insist that we are going to be an American 
church operating an American mission, we are as ob-

solete as our nationalism. But if we see that we are a 
part of a great Christian fellowship stretching through- 
out the whole inhabited earth, and if we join in full 
partnership with all other people who profess the name 
of Jesus Christ, and if we in that framework now bring 
our American insights and our American resources, we 
will be fulfilling our mission. This is “the whole church 
taking the whole gospel to the whole world.” 

We may change our names, we may change our or- 
ganizations and our relationships, but through it all as a 
great part of the Body of Christ we are witnesses to 
those who have never heard the gospel. We are a part 
of the Church, fulfilling her eternal mission. 

Our Lord fulfilled His mission when He went to the 
cross. Jesus has said that anyone who would follow 
Him must deny himself and take up his cross daily, 
and the pathway of obedience will make us walk the 
way of the cross. What the Church cannot expect a na- 
tion to do it can express in its own life. 

The way of the cross is the way of repentant humil- 
ity. We must repent of our divisions. Here we are with 
a message to tell a divided world that there is unity in 
Christ, and we are divided. Therefore, we must wit- 
ness with a deep sense of repentance. If the Church of 
Jesus Christ were about to divide, many of us would 
spend long hours of untold energies in an attempt to 


keep the body of Christ from this wound. How then 
can we excuse our indifference, indeed our hesitance, 
when presented with opportunities to bind up those 
wounds which already exist? Is a refusal to heal not as 
bad as causing a wound? 

We need also to repent for our condescending atti-

tude. Because our people cannot quite comprehend 
what is happéning in our world today, we are still too 
likely to throw the challenge of missionary service by 
painting a picture which belongs to another century. 

We challenge people that they must support this 
mission because there is a great need to feed the hun- 
gry, to teach the ignorant, to heal those who are suffer- 
ing; and, perhaps unwittingly, we somehow create the 
attitude that these people to whom we are going are 
somehow a lesser breed deserving our condescending 
love. Indeed, I myself have challenged youth by asking 
them if they can love the unlovable. How much more 
important that they come to understand that they, too, 
are unlovable! Oh, we have gone about our task as 
though we are such nice people. Aren’t we educated, 
cultured, energetic, humorous and white skinned? But 
it is only when we come to see that we are “in the like- 
ness of men” and when we “take the form of a serv- 
ant” that we can fulfill our mission. For then God’s 
Spirit sends Christ’s love into our hearts and enables 
us to extend that love of God out to others. 

As long as great sections of the world are under the 
control of Communism, Islam, Hinduism, Buddhism, 
we are under obligation to go. The challenge of the 
great commission is stiM before us. We stand on the 
threshold of the greatest missionary thrust in the his- 
tory of the Christian Church. We are going to cross 
that threshold, but not just as Americans going to 
Asia or Africa or Latin America, or just as westerners 
going to the East. But like a mighty army the entire 
Church will march forward under the captain and fin- 
isher of our faith. The Church of Jesus Christ will cross 
that threshold. Marching on before is the cross which is 
our assurance, for it is the evidence of God’s faithful- 
ness. Beyond the cross is Christ’s resurrection, the wit- 
ness of His power. 

In a day of political upheaval we face confusion. 
With the threat of missiles and nuclear warfare, we 
feel fear. With the spread of Communism, we know 
temporary defeat. In areas of turbulent nationalism we 
work with great restriction. And when an American 
Church begins to define its mission in terms of prob- 
lems close at hand, then comes the voice of our Lord 
with these simple words: “Fear not, I have overcome 
the world. . . . Go ye therefore and make disciples. . . . 
If ye love me, ye will keep my commandments.” 

Let us obey Him. Undaunted by the difficulties, pro- 
claiming the truth which sets men free, with a weapon 
mighty to the tearing down of strongholds, knowing we 
are more than conquerors through Him that loved us, 
as part of the Church triumphant, we fulfill our mis- 
sion. 

“And thanks be to God who giveth us the victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ.”

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COLOMBIAN AMBASSADOR REPORTS 


Protestants Still Restricted 


Colombia Persecution 


The following report is a translation 
of an extensive interview given exclu- 
sively to Rodrigo Botero and published 
in La Calle, a widely sold periodical 
printed in Bogota, Colombia. Transla- 
tion and comment are by Eugene Ma- 
deira, director of the George Washing- 
ton School, Medellin, Colombia. 

Question: We have news that, even 
though the state of seige has been lifted, 
Protestant missions still remain closed by 
order of the government in two-thirds of 
the national territory of Colombia, 
which is a violation of the national con- 
stitution, which provides for freedom of 
worship. Would you verify our informa- 
tion and explain what is the actual situ- 
ation? 

Ambassador Cabot: For 100 years 
there have existed in Colombia Protes- 
tant schools and churches, many of 
which have affiliations in the United 
States. Until 1948, they had little diffi- 
culty with the authorities or with in- 
dividual Colombians. 

Starting approximately from 1948, 
these establishments and their activities 
were increasingly subjected to violence 
—sometimes but not always in regions

rking the opening of Cong Dr. Taylor is 
moderator of the General Assembly of the 
United Presbyterian Church in the U.S.A. 
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where political violence also existed— 
with the consequence that many were 
closed. Under the dictatorship, many 
more schools and churches were closed 
by order of the government between 
1953 and 1955 in extensive areas of the 
national territory. The written reports 
which are in the possession of the 
United States embassy indicate that more 
than 100 churches and chapels and some 
150 schools were closed by the violence 
or by subsequent government order. 

Since the tenth of May, the situation 
has improved a little, but the orders of 
the government have not been revoked 
and the great majority of the churches 
and schools are still closed. In reality 
some have been reclosed when they in- 
tended to re-open. The majority of the 
closed churches and schools are in Mis- 
sion Territory (Catholic) and are still 
closed because of an interpretation of 
the Concordat relating to missions with 
the Catholic Church. Some schools and 
churches are not located in Mission Ter- 
ritory and still have not obtained per- 
mission to be opened. 

The question of whether the restric- 
tions against Protestant activities in ter- 
ritories which are not mission territories 
by virtue of the interpretation given by 
the dictatorship to the Concordat over 
missions and sustained until the present, 
violating the Colombian Constitution, 
is a question which only the Colombian 
Courts can decide. The actual situation 
consists then that Communists have been 
given permission to renew their activities 
in accordance with one interpretation 
of the constitution, but Protestant activ- 
ities still are restricted by orders which 
have not been revoked, originally ex- 
pedited by the dictatorship, in spite of 
the questions raised by this embassy in 
representation of those who are citizens 
of the United States.

This frank statement of the Colombian 
situation by the United States Ambassa- 
dor John Cabot should be welcomed by 
Protestants and deeply appreciated. Men 
of courage, who are willing to speak for 
the rights of minorities and act in behalf 
of freedom, ought to be honored. 

This statement is important for two 
reasons. 






























































It was the Colombian delegate to the 
Committee on Twenty-One on Latin 
America, that was most outspokenly bit- 
ter, on what he called the United States 
failure to offer specific solutions to the 
backward conditions existing in Latin 
America. Specifically what it regretted is 
that the United States did not come up 
with the offer of new large term govern- 
ment-to-government credits or loans. 
Protestants can be glad our government 
didn’t offer such solutions for a country 
that is 50 per cent illiterate and yet de- 
nies the right of over 150 schools to 
provide education for Colombians be- 
cause they are Protestants. 

Given religious, educational and ec- 
onomic freedom, Latin Americans can do 
for themselves what they so desperately 
want us to do for them. The right to a 
free education would do more for Colom- 
bian development than any amount of 
U.S. aid. For Protestantism provides the 
moral basis in which economic develop- 
ment is possible. 

The second significant thing relates 
to the contemporary Colombian press. 
The established and more popular daily 
papers (El Tiempo and El Colombiano) 
will not publish Colombian Protestant 
news, regardless of how important or sig- 
nificant the meeting may be. If it is 
Colombian Protestant news, Colombian 
newspapers will not print it. Likewise all 
news reports are slanted to make North 
America appear Catholic. Only distorted 
news is given about Protestants to make 
them appear under a bad light. 

For example, the trip of Bishop 
Tomlinson, who claims to be Monarch 
of the Universe, was widely published 
with his picture. So in actuality freedom 
of the press is limited to either new or 
radical magazines. 

Yet Colombian newspapers, while de- 
nying that Protestant conferences and 
meetings are news events, carried daily 
reports on the meeting of the Communist 
Party last week in Bogota. Thus what 
the Honorable Ambassador points out to 
be true, namely that Communists are 
tolerated while Protestants are not, also 
applies to the press. We ought to be 
thankful for publications like La Calle 
which have the courage to print the 
truth when other magazines and news- 
papers will not do it.

“HOLLYWOODISH” 


The Inn of the Sixth Happiness 


by FRANK W. PRICE 


When The Small Woman was pub- 
lished in 1957, an unknown and unsung 
missionary heroine of the 1930’s in 
China became famous overnight. Alan 
Burgess, a British newspaper man with 
a keen sense of the dramatic, took the 
remarkable experiences which Gladys 
Aylward had told him and wove these, 
along with some legendary and imagi- 
native material, into biographical fiction. 
The New York Times gave the book 
highest praise and other reviewers fol- 
lowed suit. Here was missionary ro- 
mance and sacrifice in a most appeal- 
ing and inspiring form. 

The Aylward story has many ingre- 
dients of greatness. An English parlor 
maid, turned down by a missionary so- 
ciety, resolves to travel alone to China 
by way of Siberia and joins an aging 
missionary widow in mountainous 
Shansi of North China. She learns the 
native dialect, opens an inn for passing 
seeks to evangelize 
them, makes friends with the local 
county magistrate, helps enforce the 
law against foot-binding, quells a pri- 
son riot, carries on alone when the 
senior missionary dies, becomes a 
Chinese citizen. 

Then comes the war against Japan 
—invasion, bombings, evacuation. 
After months of refugeeing in hidden 
villages and mountain caves Miss Ai 
Wei-teh (Chinese name) decides to 
lead the several score orphans whom 
she has taken under her wing across the 
high mountain passes to the safe refuge 
of Sian. The distance as the crow flies 
is only 200 miles; because of steep 
paths, and swift streams, dangers from 
enemy troops and hardships in get- 
ting food, the trek takes weeks and

from typhus fever, but is nursed back 
to health by missionary doctors and 
nurses. She remains in West China un- 
til the end of the War, then returns to 
England. A young Chinese army of- 
ficer whom she had come to know and 
love in Shansi province asks her to 
marry him but she does not feel this is 
God’s will for her. She never hears 
from him again. 

It was not a surprise to learn that 
this moving story would be put on the 
screen or that liberties might be taken 
with the story to give it more “box- 
office appeal.” Nevertheless, it is a sad 
disappointment to find so many 
changes from the book, which if it had 
been filmed faithfully and simply 
would make a far better picture than 
the one now shown. 

The inn which the women mission- 
aries named “Eight Happinesses,” sug- 
gesting the Beatitudes of Jesus, is al- 
tered to “Sixth Happiness,” perhaps the 
one—what is it?— that follows the 
traditional Chinese five blessings. This 
is characteristic of the way in which 
the Christian motif of the story is 
played down in the picture, while the 
attraction of Gladys Aylward toward 
a Chinese soldier is made into a Holly- 
woodish love affair with a Eurasian of- 
ficer and exaggerated out of proportion 
to its place in the book. Was this neces- 
sary for Ingrid Bergman’s part in the 
play, or could not another actress have 
been found? 

Twentieth Century Fox spent mil- 
lions of dollars on this cinemascope in 
color. The scenes of the heroine’s early 
life were shot in London. The China 
scenes were filmed in the mountains of 
Wales. A Chinese technical ad- 
viser was engaged and many Chinese 
actors and extras, some of them ex- 
cellent. The winsome Chinese children 
in the picture came from all parts of 
England. The Chinese writing and dec- 
orations that one sees are real. Some 
of the Chinese speaking is atrocious 
but a good deal of it is intelligible (most 
of the conversation for Western aud- 
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Association, Inc., which operates the 
Bible conference center.

ences has to be in English). And yet the 
film fails as a true picture of China, 
even of the inland province that Miss 
Aylward discovered 30 years ago. 
There are too many exotic trappings, 
impossible costumes and weird exhibi- 
tions that make anyone wince who is 
acquainted at all with Chinese ways 
and customs. 

Since this is not a documentary film 
produced by a religious organization 
but a popular picture made for com- 
mercial purposes we do not expect it 
to embody the evangelistic and mis- 
sionary message of the book. But it 
should have been possible for the real 
Gladys Aylward to shine through the 
picture without the many melodrama- 
tic and overly sentimental scenes that 
distort the figure of this simple, reso- 
lute and dedicated Christian person- 
ality. Her complete identification with 
her adopted people, her sharing of their 
joys and sorrows, her willingness to 
become Chinese in nationality as well as 
in spirit—these facts are clearly por- 
trayed. 

Yet one cannot but feel that the mis- 
sionary motive and love for people is 
exploited to serve a popular hunger for 
sensational themes. It would not do in 
a picture to have the weary heroine 
stop at the walls of Sian, send the chil- 
dren off to an orphanage and herself 
become severely ill. No, she must lead 
her little army through the gates in a 
triumphal procession, and then go back 
to her lover in the guerilla fastnesses 
of Shansi! 

When this is all said we must express 
our appreciation for some very good 
acting and number of moving episodes 
in the picture—the determination of 
the young woman in London to em- 
bark on a missionary career, the mis- 
sionary’s servant Wang telling the story 
of Jesus to the mulateers, Gladys Ayl- 
ward persuading village mothers to un- 
bind their daughters’ feet, the terror that 
followed the first enemy bombings, the 
burial service for the brave soldier who 
gave his life to save Miss Aylward and 
her orphan charges, the long march of 
the children over mountain and rivers 
to security and freedom. We hope that 


-these will be remembered rather than 


the parts of the film which do scant 
justice to the book or to the life of a 
truly wonderful and courageous “Small 
Woman.” :

The medical missionary work of the 
African Inland Mission in the Sudan has 
been ordered closed by the Sudanese 
government. All doctors must abandon 
| their work in January, 1959. 

The unusual mandate was received 
here by AIM’s General Secretary Sidney 
| Langford who said the ouster affected 
| the Mission’s hospital at Logotok and the 
| medical work of several other stations, 

Missionaries in the Sudan are not per- 
mitted to move from their stations with- 
out permits. Consequently, village evan- 
gelism has been severely curtailed. 

Official reason for the action has not 

been revealed. The rising tide of na- 

tionalism around the world has affected 
| missionary work in general, but this is 
the first action against medical missions. 

India, for instance, discriminates 
against general missionary work, but 
welcomes Christian doctors and nurses. 
The gaining influence of Egypt’s Presi- 
dent Nasser has been cited as a possible 
clue to the reason for Sudan’s close-out. 
| The Sudan, formerly ruled by Britian and 

Egypt, was given its independence sev- 
| eral years ago. 


| Spanish Marriage Laws Tighten 


The Marriage of evangelicals in Spain 
has long been a grave problem. Only two 
types of marriage are recognized by the 
government—Catholic and _ civil—and 
Protestant ceremonies are not recog- 
nized by the authorities. 

' In October 1956 a new decreee stated 
that civil marriages would be permitted 
| to persons who could submit documents 
proving that they did not profess the 
Catholic religion. At first the evangeli- 
cals were encouraged by this, but they 
soon realized that the judges demanded 
“impossible proofs” of what they termed 

| “apostasy.” 

But evangelicals were further dis- 
couraged last December when a new de- 
cree was published. This new decree 
places a monstrous power of investiga- 
tion in the hands of local officials. 

The new ruling reads, “The official 
. .. Will hear statements by both parties, 
separately and secretly, in order to 
assure himself that no obstacles exist 
which might impede the celebration of 
the marriage ceremony.” 

In practice, this means that fanatical 
persons have the right to scrutinize the 
religious conscience of a man and his 
future wife behind closed doors and 
separately without the presence of a 
third party. 


Asian Students Meet 


| Student workers from seven Asian 
| countries recently met for the first Asian 
| Conference of the International Fel- 
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lowship of Evangelical Students. Con- 
ference sessions discussed the problems 
facing Christian university students in 
seeking to maintain their faithful witness 
in the midst of many different conditions. 


Anti-Semitism in U. S. 


“Jews were much more received in the 
social life of the well-to-do in Germany 
before Hitler than they are here (in 
the United States) today.” 

So said the Rev. Dr. Paul Tillich, 
professor at Harvard Divinity School 
and before the time of Hitler a professor 
of theology in German universities, in 
a newspaper interview in Chicago. 

Declaring that anti-Jewish feeling is 
“stronger in the United States than it 
was in Germany before Hitler,” Dr. 
Tillich added: “One thing for Chris- 
tians to remember is that the very exist- 
ence of Judaism is a corrective against 
pagan dangers. That is important, be- 
cause when Christianity becomes too 
much interwoven in the nation which 
accepts it, Christianity easily becomes 


pagan.” 


Turn About 


A year and a half ago, violent Ro- 
man Catholic opposition scotched a pro- 
posed visit to our shores by anti-Soviet 
Communist Premier Tito of Yugoslavia. 

But about Soviet Deputy Premier An- 
astas Mikoyan’s recent visit, the Arch- 
bishop of Washington, D. C., through 
his Archdiocesan weekly the Catholic 
Standard expressed the view that “since 
he is a member of the Red Government 
of Russia that we recognize, there are 


reasons of state impelling our govern- 


ment to receive him.” 

Meanwhile, 
drawing recognition from two anti-com- 
munist refugee governments, those of 
Lithuania and Poland.

Figures released by the California 
Youth Authority revealed that last year 
arrests of 17 year-old boys in California 
actually totaled 35.7 per cent of the 
State’s total population of boys that age. 
Youth Authority Director H. G. Stark 
points out, however, that this figure 
“undoubtedly includes duplicated or re- 
peated arrests of the same juvenile within 
the year.” He places the degree of rep- 
etition at from 20 to 35 per cent of the 
arrests, which means a rough average of 
about one arrest for each four 17 year- 
olds in California.

only to once more fall prey to doom; 
nay, to more virulent, more dishearten- 
ing forms of doom. It is as if the looping 
of the loop had been sealed in our time, 
and the fate of modern man were to 
revert to the ancient cave. The point 
however is that it would no longer be 
the same cave, but a darker one. 
Neither would the new cave man be the 
cave man his forefather used to be, for 
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he could not conjure the aching vision 
of the liberation intervening genera- 
tions had known. What a remarkable 
thing, in this situation, to have thought 
of stabbing this age back to awareness, 
by introducing the great symbolic figure 
of Job, now J. B.! 

The closing scenes of the play had 
given me a fresh insight into what must 
have been the deeper motivation of 
Archibald MacLeish: Mr. Zuss and 
Nickles bringing their venture to a 
close; then the former Satan vainly try- 
ing to have a last, friendly word with 
J. B. In the midst of this one-sided 
argument, J. B. discovering that he had 
been made whole again; his skin now 
healed. Then, Nickles once gone, J. B. 
seeing a light on the doorway and freely 
moving across only to find . . . Sarah 
sitting on the sill, a broken twig of 
forsythia in her hand—the only vestige 
of life she had found in the city of de- 
struction. She now knew that there was 
not any justice. There was just the 
world, in a contrary universe sure to 
give the lie to our most legitimate, most 
ardent entreaties. Sarah the strict, puri- 
tanical literalist of the opening scene, 
now a backslider! Why had she left J. B. 
—the unassuming man of faith who 
had endured? He wanted justice, she 
explained, and there was none—only 
love. To which J. B. objected that God 
is. Is it not enough to know that God is? 

“The wit won’t burn and the wet soul 
smoulders.” Sarah had gone to the very 
end of her rope—just as this generation 
has. She had thought of the river, but 
the sign of life in the petals of the 
forsythia had stopped her. We do love. 
“That’s the wonder,” she concluded. I 
still could see her take J. B.’s head be- 
tween her hands, and give him a kiss. 
Life and love remained, these two, 
under what now was to her a leaden 
sky. J. B. then had understood that he 
had to help her begin from scratch. And 
so it was that he who knew that God is 
joined her in the coming dawn. At first 
she said in a more physical vein, 

Blow on the coal of the heart 
And we'll see by and by... 
referring to the dimness of the room. 
Then, as he helped her to lift and 
straighten things around, there was this 

progress in her assurance: 
Blow on the coal of the heart 
and we'll know... 
We'll know ... 

The patience of love towards him 
who is next to me, and has lost what- 
ever sense of meaning and purpose he 
ever had—this, it seems, is the ultimate 
word of J. B. to the meaninglessness of 
our age. 

“Is that all?” I hear some object. 

J. B. might not answer the question. 
I can fancy him at this point, brooding 
over the Sarah of the last Thanksgiving 
Day.

whose flowers could well have to- 
talled several thousand dollars, since 
he was beloved by many. 

Howard Whitman reports in Readers’ 
Digest that amounts from $660. to 
$38,000. were given for educational 
scholarships when families requested 
“living memorials” in place of flowers. 
How great is the need of our Bible 
institutes and Christian colleges! 

Hold a family discussion on these 
issues. As a believer in the Risen Christ, 
you will not shun this subject. Find out 
how your loved ones feel about the type 
of funeral which honors Christ, simple 
caskets and “living memorials.” If you 
and your family discuss these subjects 
now, no funeral director will convince 
you later that you are dishonoring the 
memory of your loved one by a decision 
you may make. 

When we are born into a Christian 
family, our parents commit us to the 
Lord, either by a baptismal service or 
dedication. These services last only a 
few minutes, as the parents rejoice in 
the Lord over the life He has sent. 
When God chooses to call that life 
back tg Him, ought not our sorrow to 
be in dignity, brevity and peaceful 
worship? 

Paul says: “We sorrow not as others 
without hope.” He must have been re- 
minded many times by the inscriptions 
on the gloomy catacombs and memorial 
tablets from the pagan tombs along the 
Appian Way.

Christian sorrow. But surely we sor- 
row. As one minister put it: “In our 
honest attempts to correct the wrongs 
in customs, we need to guard ouurselves, 
lest we seem callous or bleakly stoic. 
A Christian can be genuine in his faith 
and yet feel a burden of grief and lone- 
liness in the death of a loved one.” 

A minister’s wife wrote to a friend 
concerning her husband’s death: “That 
morning I called Nathan for breakfast. 
As he started downstairs, his first step 
was into eternity with the Christ he 
loved. How can I mourn his going, al- 
though I miss him more than these 
words can tell.” 

Here is spiritual victory with the 
knowledge that “The steps of a good 
man are ordered by the Lord; and he 
delighteth in his way.” 

And He orders our steps who are 
left, as we place the plans with Him: 
funeral, commital, casket, living me- 
morials? Consider carefully now, before 
those first lonely hours after God has 
called that loved one Home, trusting 
in Him to make the decisions which 
will honor the Savior you love.

This recording, and the one reviewed 
next in this column, are examples of 
stereophonic recording, the newest de- 
velopment in sound reproduction. 
These discs must not be played on 
ordinary monaural equipment. I believe 
both of these recordings are available 
in a monaural version, though of course 
the stereophonic sound is more alive 
and vital and therefore preferable. 

This album seems designed more for 
background listening than for serious 
attention, so perhaps it would be effec- 
tive enough in the monaural version. 
It consists of beautifully done arrange- 
ments of the rather sentimental type. 
The orchestra evidently is comprised 
of strings only, and they provide a 
lushly elegant background for the guitar 
solos. These latter, incidentally, seem 
to come almost entirely from the right- 
hand speaker, while the accompani- 
ment comes largely from the left. This 
provides interesting textural contrast. 

The last selection on side one, titled 
“I Love Him,” turns out to be our old 
friend, “Old Black Joe.” Since it is 
played and not sung, to my ears it re- 
mains “Old Black Joe.” On side two 
“Aloha Oe” remains just that, since it 
too is not sung. One wonders just where 
the dividing line between sacred and 
secular music should be drawn. Per- 
haps there is no real division; perhaps 
the question is more one of appropriate- 
ness.

To me, this stereophonic recording 
is much more interesting than the one 
mentioned above, featuring the guitar 
and strings. 

For one thing, a full symphony or- 
chestra is used, and imaginative use of 
stereophonic technique is made. The 
contrast in tone colors and instrumental 
textures is exciting and even thrilling 
in spots. Secondly, the repertoire is 
much more varied in style and execu- 
tion. This leads to the third and most 
important point: Carmichael, an extra- 
ordinarily gifted musician with an enor- 
mous command of orchestration, has 
used his gifts to dazzling advantage. 

The orchestral arrangements are de- 
signed to bring out the meaning of the 
text of each hymn. As an example of 
this, don’t miss “Jesus Loves Me” in 
which the tune is briefly suggested in 
the styles of many nations, illustrating 
the thought that He loves the children 
of all the world. The pealing bells and 
bright brasses of “Come Thou Fount” 
appealed strongly to me, as did the 
excitement and color of “Jericho.” 

Perhaps the most musical arrange- 
ment of all is the one based on the 
wonderful tune by the late Vaughan 
Williams, “For All the Saints.” In this 
one Carmichael quite vanquished me, 
for he proved that he can write con- 
trapuntally with taste and style. 

If a stereophonic record-player 
turned up among your Christmas pres- 
ents, then by all means get this album.

A relentless recording engineer has 
succeeded in ironing out every vestige 
of dynamic variation. There are no cli- 
maxes, no quiet portions, no moments 
of tonal exaltation or grandeur. I ques- 
tion whether any choir could sing so 
expressionlessly; surely not a good choir, 
as this one seems to be. For this reason, 
I am inclined to lay the blame at the 
engineer’s door. Perhaps these are old 
tapes, originally prepared for broadcast 
use. 

The record as a whole is light, neat, 
and slick, with good craftmanship evi- 
dent throughout. No emotional or mu- 
sical heights or depths are reached. ~

COMPARING NOTES ON PSALMS 


As One Amateur To Another 


REFLECTIONS ON THE PSALMS. C. S. 


Lewis. 
$3.50. 


Harcourt, 


Brace. 151 pp.

Before you begin reading this book, 
I suggest that you become acquainted 
with the author. By all means read some 
of his other works, and you will be bet- 
ter prepared for this one. 

My second suggestion is that you 
carefully note the title. These are not 
expositions of the Psalms but reflec- 
tions on the Psalms. He refers to 
individual Psalms only as examples of 
general features which he finds in the 
Psalter. 

The introductory chapter of this 
book ought to be read with care, for 
here Lewis frankly defines the limita- 
tions of his work. Professing to write 
“as one amateur to another,” he states, 
“I am ‘comparing notes,’ not presuming 
to instruct.” The reader will find these 
notes stimulating, even provocative. 

On the other side of the picture, it is 
only fair to the reader that he know 
how a man who writes on some portion 
of Holy Scripture regards the sacred 
volume. Lewis has made his position 
clear by devoting a whole chapter to 
this subject. He is not a fundamen- 
talist. He regards the Bible as basically 
human literature, freely expressing the 
frailties of its writers, yet written under 
pressure of God. Because of this “pres- 
sure of God” he believes “that all Holy 
Scripture is in some sense—though not 
all of it in the same sense—the Word of 
God.” 

Here is a man who thinks aloud. In 
this book we listen to him thinking, and 
his processes of thought are certainly 
interesting. He begins with a feature of 
the Psalms on the level of human liter- 
ature. His bluntness at this point is a 
bit of a shock, but before he finishes his 
theme he has lifted us to remarkable 
heights. His chapter on the imprecations 
is a good example. He approaches them 
as thoroughly human expressions, and 
as such wastes no admiration on them, 
but he goes on to see in them the im- 
placable hostility of a holy God to sin. 
The last verse of Psalm 137 he frankly 
describes as “horrible,” but before clos- 
ing the chapter he is pointing out the 
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“Babylonian babies” in our own lives— 
indulgences, resentments, and the like 
—and ends with this, “Knock the little 
bastards’ brains out, and- blessed is he 
who can, for it is easier said than done.” 

Some of the chapters are frankly 
autobiographical. The one dealing with 
Psalms of praise tells us how he found 
this whole idea of praise quite a stum- 
bling block in the earlier days of his 
faith. Then he traces the steps by which 
he was led to an appreciation of this 
duty and privilege. This leads to a 
magnificient but somewhat involved 
sentence: “To see what the doctrine 
really means, we must suppose our- 
selves to be in perfect love with God— 
drunk with, drowned in, dissolved by, 
that delight which, far from remaining 
pent up within ourselves as incommuni- 
cable, hence hardly tolerable, bliss, 
flows out from us incessantly again in 
effortless and perfect expression, our 
joy no more separable from the praise 
in which it liberates and utters itself 
than the brightness a mirror receives is 
separable from the brightness it sheds.” 

I said this would be provocating read- 
ing. It may prove so in more senses 
than one. Is the author’s reference to 
Purgatory serious, or is it poet’s li- 
cense? And what shall we make of his 
suggestion regarding the fate of Plato 
and Virgil? On what ground does he 
base his expectation of seeing them in 
glory? 

On the other hand, there are phrases 
in the book which ought to shock us 
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The reviewer is 
member of the 
faculty of Moody 
Bible Institute, Chi- 
cago, and author of 
“Life in the Spirit” 
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into serious thinking. Lewis makes re- 
markable use of this classical quota- 
tion: “A god’s embraces never are in 
vain.” Again, his suggestion that “the 
moment Heaven ceases to mean union 
with God and Hell to mean separation 
from Him, the belief in either is a mis- 
chievous superstition,” is a challenge to 
our too materialistic views of the future 
state. 

The author’s treatment of “second 
meanings” will be found most interest- 
ing. He begins far away from the Scrip- 
tures, in the pagan world, and by a kind 
of a fortiori argument applies the prin- 
ciple to the Bible, and especially to the 
Psalms. Of course he is inclined to see 
more primary meanings than we do, 
but the ultimate meanings of the Messi- 
anic pSalms are well drawn. 

It may be presumption on my part to 
offer any criticism of the style of such a 
noted writer, but I do wish Lewis would 
cut down on his parentheses. They be- 
come rather distracting, almost to the 
point of frustration, and I am sure that 
a little reorganization could get in all 
that he wants to say without such an 
awkwatd mechanism. 

I should like, also, to remind Lewis 
that the term “Scotch” may apply to 
mist and whisky, but not the Cate- 
chism. Scots or Scottish is more a 
propos in this case. 

I would suggest to the publishers that 
another picture of the author on the 
jacket would be more in keeping with 
the fitness of things. This one might be 
reserved for the jackets of his novels if 
it must be used. 

In some matters I may dissent from 
the author of these Reflections, but 
but when he declares, “I walk in won- 
ders beyond myself,” I find myself 
walking with him. 


THE REBIRTH OF THE STATE OF 
ISRAEL. Arthur W. Kac M. D., 
Marshall, Morgan & Scott; American 
representative, Moody Press.

This is an important book. The 
author, a Polish Jew, is a product of 
European schools, including Talmudic 
preparation. While in university he was 
converted to the Christian faith. After 
coming to America and studying at 
Columbia University and the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota, he became a spe- 
cialist in radiology and is now a 
consultative radiologist in Baltimore. 

The importance of this book lies in 
the fact that it is a serious study, fully 
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documented, by a man trained in 
scholarly method. It is biblically cen- 
tered. The author makes his points and 
tries them down in such a way that this 
reviewer believes that he cannot be an- 
swered. What is so important about 
this? If this treatment accords with bi- 
blical truth, it strikes a death blow at 
several theological errors. The amille- 
narian position, which sees no future 
for the Jewish people, is confronted 
with producing a full-scale answer to 
this volume. Those peoplé who believe 
that the church will pass through the 
great tribulation must face the chai- 
lenge of answering this book. The Sev- 
enth-day Adventists, as well, will be 
shaken until they have completely an- 
swered this volume. 

In my opinion it cannot be answered. 
It is the truth. 

Kac’s second chapter is most impor- 
tant. Its title is “The Six-fold Aspect 
of Israel’s National Restoration.” 
There the author shows that the prom- 
ises of God reveal (1) a permanent 
and/or full restoration. This restora- 
tion is then considered in (2) the phy- 
sical aspect; (3) the spiritual aspect; 
(4) the messianic aspect; and then as 
(5) a divine judgment of the nations; 
and as the means of (6) the conversion 
of the nations. 

Next, the author demonstrates that 
the restoration teachings of the Bible 
cannot apply or be applied to the re- 
turn from captivity in Babylon. The 
return from Babylon was not a univer- 
sal ingathering, not a permanent in- 
gathering, not a political restoration. 
This book is an absolute must for any 
serious student of Bible prophecy. 


THE PASTORAL EPISTLES. Donald 
Guthrie. Eerdmans. 128 pp. $3.

Of the various collections of recent 
commentaries, the Tyndale series de- 
serves special commendation. The 
basic principles laid down by the gen- 
eral editor, Dr. R. V. G. Tasker, guar- 
antee a solid combination of up-to-date 
scholarship with dedicated willingness 
to let the text speak for itself. 

Dr. Guthrié divides his book into a 
general Introduction supplemented by 
a special refutation of P. N. Harrison’s 
linguistic arguments against the Paul- 
ine authorship, on the one hand, and 
a running commentary, on the other. 
While admitting that the traditional 
view is beset with a number of diffi- 
culties, Dr. Guthrie points out that all 
the hypotheses advanced against it 
carry considerably less probability with 
them. 

Being destined in the first place for 
the minister and the educated layman, 
the commentary avoids the treatment

In Defense of Scripture 


“FUNDAMENTALISM”

J. I. Packer is a new name to most of 
us. He is a worthy spokesman for evan- 
gelicalism in England. The book is the 
result of the present stir about funda- 
mentalism in England and Australia 
precipitated by: (1) the post-war rise of 
a strong and vigorous scholarly evan- 
gelicalism; (2) the success of the 
Graham revivals; and (3) Hebert’s 
work, Fundamentalism and the Church. 

It is a nicely written and nicely ar- 
gued book. Packer knows his way 
around the relevant issues and signifi- 
cant literature. He has read the Ameri- 
can stalwarts such as Warfield, Machen, 
and Stonehouse. 

The core of Packer’s book is this: 
the real issue is clouded as if it were 
between an enlightened ecumenical or- 
thodoxy versus a narrow, cramped, ob- 
scurantistic fundamentalism; but the 
real issue is between historic, orthodox 
Christianity which is represented by 
“consistent evangelicalism” (Packer 
thinks the term “fundamentalism” has 
become too ambiguous to be a useful 
term) and a pretended orthodoxy which 
still treats the Scriptures with the same 
un-Christian presuppositions and im- 
penitent spirit as the religious liberals. 
The touchstone of the entire issue is 
the absolute authority of Scripture; 
the consistent evangelicals acknowl- 
edge this authority, whereas its critics 
deny the inerrant, infallible Scripture, 
and still view Scripture with unbeliev- 
ing reason. 

There is very little that this reviewer 
would question about the particular as- 
sertions of Packer. Packer gives us a 
clear, intelligent, and non-obscurantistic 
(both with reference to biblical criti- 
cism and science) treatment of the 
Scriptures. However, I find myself dis- 
agreeing with the basic thesis of the 
book. First, it represents a purist ap- 
proach to the issue: namely, if a theo- 
logian does not hold to a certain view of 
Scripture, then ail is lost. Theological 
issues and movements are always so 
complex that a purist solution can never 
really make its case. Second, I question 
if Packer has spoken to the deepest is- 
sue. 

I do not believe that Packer can deny 
these two theses: (1) that God could 
have propagated Christianity without 
the Scriptures; and (2) that orthodoxy 
does not depend upon a certain theory 
of inspiration. I am constantly amazed 


at the brilliance of B. B. Warfield in 
seeing certain issues with a genius lucid- 
ity especially in the light of develop- 
ments since his day. For example he 
wrote that it is possible for Christianity 
to be propagated without a Scripture 
(cf. The Inspiration and Authority of 
the Bible, p. 210). And for point 2 both 
Warfield (ibid., p. 121), and Kuyper 
(Principles of Sacred Theology, p. 364) 
deny that the Christian faith rests upon 
a particular theory of inspiration. “Let 
it not be said that thus we found the 
whole Christian system upon the doc- 
trine of plenary inspiration. . . . Inspira- 
tion is not the most fundamental of 
Christian doctrines, nor even the first 
thing we prove about the Scriptures,” 
writes Warfield. 

The real issue is the status of the 
supernatural facts of Christianity—a 
supernatural revelation, a supernatural 
Person (the God-man), a supernatural 
salvation both in its objective accom- 
plishment and subjective realization. 
After all, the Bible is a book recording 
these facts, and not the realities them- 
selves. And therefore the deepest issue 
is the character and status of these real- 
ities themselves. 

Because Packer builds his case on a 
single foundation, he has trouble in 
really analyzing somebody who has or- 
thodox convictions (at least in part) 
but does not hold to plenary, verbal in- 
spiration. Thus, he is quick to call them 
either liberals or hovering close to liber- 
alism. How he would treat the Erlangen 
school of von Hofmann et al., the bib- 
lical realists (J. T. Beck, Kahler, Cre- 
mer, and Schlatter), and the contem- 
porary Heilsgeschichtlicheschule 1 don't 
know. For the same reason he drastically 
underestimates neo-orthodoxy failing to 
see that even apart from a theory of 
verbal, plenary inspiration it takes the 
Bible with a great seriousness. Otto 
Weber, Herman Diem, and Werner 
Krusche cannot be written off as 
potential mystics. 

Regardless of these points of differ- 
ence, I confess that when I finished the 
book I thanked God for another man 
who in our day stands for the historic 
faith with considerable ability.

of the purely technical problems of 
philology and textual criticism. Like 
other volumes of the series, this com- 
mentary is primarily practical. It aims 
not so much at giving the reader his- 
torical information but rather at help- 
ing them to understand the problems 
which confronted Paul’s younger fel- 
low workers in terms of ecclesiastical 
life and personal experience. 

This reviewer was somewhat disap- 
pointed, however, by the verse-by-verse 
treatment of the biblical text. For the 
average reader it will be difficult to 
grasp Paul’s arguments and the move- 
ment of his thought when they have to 
be pieced together by the reader, the 
commentator failing to give him guid- 
ance. For the most powerful argument 
for Pauline authorship is the fact that 
church administration is here inter- 
preted theologically, and that the gen- 
eral outlook of these letters is the same 
as in the other Pauline Epistles. In all 
three letters we encounter the convic- 
tion that the church is a_ divine 
institution and thus the ministry is essen- 
tial for the execution of God’s purpose. 
Closely related to this point is the 
eschatological outlook that dominates 
the letters. In its light both the difficul- 
ties encountered and the measures to 
be taken have to be understood.

THE CONFLICT WITH ROME. G. C. 
Berkouwer. Presbyterian and Re- 
formed.

Dr. Berkouwer, the noted Dutch 
theologian, ably sets forth the issues 
upon which the Reformation was based 
and carefully analyzes the points at 
which the conflict between Rome and 
the Reformation have been either sub- 
merged or misapplied. 

In the perspective of history, 
Berkouwer has outlined how certain 
deviations from orthodox Christianity 
could have developed in the light of 
the previous pronouncements of the 
Church of Rome. 

The areas of theology affected by 
the protestation of the Reformers pivot 
around the doctrine of Grace. As 
Berkouwer develops this, he refresh- 
ingly sets before our eyes that any ac- 
ceptance other than the authority of 
‘Scripture was eventually to lead Rome 
into future areas of difficulty. Recent 
dogmas set forth by Rome have pointed 
to the reliability of Berkouwer’s in- 


sights.

Literature— Which Way? 


TESTAMENT OF VISION. Henry Zyl- 
stra. Eerdmans. 234 pp. $3.50.

Dr. Samuel Johnson once said, “It 
very seldom happens to man that his 
business is his pleasure.” If the truth 
were revealed, many writers, teachers, 
thinkers,—even preachers—would be 
discovered, strangely enough, to suffer 
from occupational boredom. 

But not so with the author of Test- 
ament of Vision! For Henry Zylstra, 
professor of English at Calvin College 
until his sudden death in 1956, knew 
and loved literature. And not only did 
Zylstra understand his own discipline; 
his range of intellectual curiosity 
touched all facets of a truly cultured 
man. But mirabile dictu, Zylstra was a 
devout Christian of the Reformed tra- 
dition who believed that true learning 
involves “the religious in man govern- 
ing, shaping, determining the scientific, 
artistic, social in him.” 

This is a collection of Zylstra’s writ- 
ings and addresses published in limited- 
circulation periodicals, such as The 
Reformed Journal or The Calvin Forum, 
or delivered to small audiences, such 
as groups of teachers or Calvin alumni. 
The collection was made posthumously 
by Zylstra’s colleagues at Calvin Col- 
lege. 

The four parts of the book deal with 
(1) literature and life, (2) education, 
(3) religion, and (4) impressions of 
military life in World War Il, cast in 
letter form. The best material is in the 
first part and discusses the Christian 
as a reader of literature. Zylstra has no 
patience with sloppy religious writing 
as evidenced by his scorn for much 
Protestant “religious” fiction. He also 
despises the cloistered Christian who 
rejects all “secular” novels. In fact, 
Zylstra is one of the few evangelicals 
who speaks well of The Grapes of 
Wrath. Such essays as “The Christian 
and His Fiction”: and “Why Read 
Novels?” should be read by all Chris- 
tians and especially Christian writers.

AMERICAN LITERATURE AND CHRIS- 
TIAN DOCTRINE. Randall Stewart. 
Louisiana State University Press. 
155 pp. $3.50.

Modestly disclaiming any extensive 
knowledge of theology and using a 
frankly partisan approach, Randall 
Stewart puts in juxtaposition Christian 
doctrine and some basic views in 
American letters. The result is a chatty, 
exploratory book likely to be of inter- 
est to anyone with even a general back- 
ground in literature and religion. 

Probably Stewart should have called 
his book something like “American Lit- 
erature and Original Sin,” for that doc- 
trine, rather than general Christian 
belief, gives the centrality and theme. 
Tracing the shifting attitude toward the 
nature of man, the author discusses the 
“fierce faith” of Puritans, the rational- 
ism of deists and Unitarians, the deifi- 
cation of man by the romantics, the 
awareness of the mystery of sin by the 
“counter romantics,” the scientific de- 
terminism of the naturalists, and a 
present-day awareness of sin, especially 
among recent writers in the South, 

Out of this rapid survey comes the 
significant truth that the orthodox 
Christian view of man as fallible and 
yet morally responsible is one that 
bears long-term scrutiny, and one that 
has produced some of our greatest lit- 
erature. This conclusion is important 
as a corrective for the view that the 
sense of sin and guilt in American 
books is a regrettable hangover from 
the impassioned, misguided indoctrina- 
tion of New England Puritanism. 

As Stewart intimates in his preface, 
there is much to be done in this study. 
We would do well to learn more about 
the relationship between our view of 
man and our democracy, and between 
our literary men’s view of man and 
Christianity. Perhaps we can even dis- 
cover why our serious -literature has 
produced such a clear view of man’s 
sinfulness yet revealed so little of the 
positive force of the whole gospel.

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TOWARD CHRISTIAN MARRIAGE. W. 
Melville Capper and H. Morgan 
Williams. Inter-Varsity. 128 pp.

This book was previously published 
in England under the title, Heirs To- 
gether. It represents an effort by two 
Christian physicians to provide an in- 
troduction to Christian marriage for 
young people. They write from the bib- 
lical and medical perspectives. 

Their stated purposes are to provide: 
(1) a minimum but sufficient amount 
of scientifically accurate information 
concerning sex; (2) some guiding prin- 
ciples of general conduct based on bib- 
lical teaching; and (3) an approach to 
the ideals of Christian marriage. 

The book covers friendship, falling 
in love, choosing a mate, and the bib- 
lical design for marriage, the place of 
sex relationships in marriage and also 
problems commonly encountered by 
the unmarried in attempting to deal 
with sexual tensions. A chapter entitled 
“A Woman’s Point of View,” written 
by Mrs. Dorothy Watts, discusses the 
special problem of single women with 
understanding and warmth. Her coun- 
sel is singularly free of oversimplifica- 
tions and platitudes that frequently mar 
Christian books of counsel. 

The biblical view of marriage is ex- 
egetically sound, but the book is seri- 
ously weakened by the absence of the 
perspective available from contempor- 
ary psychology and sociology. This is 
marked in the chapter on sex problems. 

How useful is the book likely to be 
as a counseling aid for pastors and 
youth workers? Only fair, I feel. Its 
rather “preachy” tone is unlikely to 
arouse general enthusiasm among the 
young people who most need guidance 
in this sphere.

church is rooted in some historical situa- 
tion, and this situation cannot be ig- 
nored but must be taken into account. Is 
this not exactly what St. Paul did with 
the widespread social institution of 
slavery in his own day? 

If the question were put to me: “May 





we exclude anybody from a church on 
grounds other than that of faith?” I 
would answer: “No.” Any thought of 
excluding any person from worshipping 
in any Christian church on grounds of 
race or color, for instance, can never be 
justified. If prejudice or arrogance alone 
are. the ground for separate churches, 
they must always be condemned. And in 
the degree that any separate church is 
founded on these grounds, it is founded 
on an un-Christian basis. Who am I to re- 
fuse any believer the right to worship in 
the house of God? Not all the so-called 
“theology” or rationalizations in the 
world could ever convince me that any 
man or any church has a God-given right 
to refuse any seeker after God to wor- 
ship in God’s house. It is not my 
church. It is the church of Jesus Christ. 

But I do believe that separate (not 
segregated) churches can in some con- 
crete situations be justified and even 
preferable on grounds of culture, lan- 
guage, or even color (to the extent that 
color and language or cultural differ- 
ences run parallel), but—and this 
seems to me the crux of the whole 
matter—on condition ‘that there is 
no exclusion of people from any 
place of worship on any of these 
grounds. The moment a white Christian 
group, for instance, excludes colored 
people from common worship, it is un- 
Christian. The face of separate 
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tative texts available. And since many 
of these are ancient manuscripts only 
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churches for different groups, on the 
other hand, may for many practical rea- 
sons be wise and profitable, as long as 
this arrangement, based on diversity, is 
not allowed to become division and ex- 
clusion. As long as there is no exclu- 
sion from common worship I cannot see 
what way independent “indigenous” 
language or “racial” churches, for in- 
stance, destroy or deny the real unity of 
the people of God. But if a colored be- 
liever who belongs to a church of his 
own group wishes to worship in a 
“white” church he must be free to do so 
and white believers must be educated to 
accept and welcome him. 


But in a situation like that of South 
Africa the complications are very real 
and very trying. Even when people 
realize that we have no choice but to 
accept the new world situation, the 
question still remains: How to accept it, 
how to share opportunities and respon- 
sibilities without losing the best of our 
culture and western traditions. For this 
is a distinct possibility in a situation like 
that faced by the white groups in South 
Africa. If all barriers are brought down 
immediately, the whites will be so over- 
whelmingly outnumbered that their very 
way of life and all they hold dear may be 
lost. 

To say that they should quit Africa 
makes n¢@ sense to them. They belong to 
South Africa as much as the Africans 
who moved into these areas during the 
last centuries. My own family, for in- 
stance, has lived in Africa since 1688. 
They came to South Africa as French 
Huguenots and this is our one and only 
homeland. 


This fear of losing their own way of 
life and everything they hold dear is 
perhaps the basic motivation for the 
policy of apartheid or the different 
shades of segregation in Africa. 

This is the tragedy of the present situ- 
ation in Africa: more and more whites 
realize that the old order cannot go on 
but no one has the key for the new or- 
der. Christian sentimentalists want to 
bring down all barriers overnight. To 
many of us it spells chaos. Others want 
to cling to all the old privileges and re- 
fuse stubbornly to share any of it 
with Africans, at least not in the same 
geographical area. That likewise seems 
to spell disaster and on the long run the 
use of force with the resultant uncon- 
trollable reactions. 


About 50 per cent of the elector- 
ate support the government’s policy of 
apartheid, although this term means 
vastly different things to different peo- 
ple. There is strong popular support for 
a policy of territorial segregation and 
the development of the different African 
tribes against their own cultural back- 
ground and tribal institutions. For mil- 
lions of Africans however this is a 
“Jost” world of bygone things. Can a 
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cultural phase gone by ever. be recap- 
tured? As far as I know, the irreversi- 
bility of culture is a generally accepted 
dogma among anthropologists. 

Many people in South Africa sincerely 
believe that a policy of total territorial 
segregation could be made to work and 
work with justice to all. But even if 
apartheid or territorial segregation, as 
far as the main white and black groups 
are concerned, could be achieved by any 
South African Government, the prob- 
lem of the reality of the communion in 
Christ between white and colored be- 
lievers would remain because the Cape 
Colored population, the East Indians, 
as well as many black workers would re- 
main within the white areas and still con- 
front the church with the same problem: 
can a black man worship God with his 
white brother in any place of worship 
and must or may he be excluded from the 
“white man’s” church? 

In all these developments the Church 
has a vital role to play. It needs charity 
as well as wisdom. It must learn how to 
create real community between believers 
of the different racial groups without 
losing the best of both traditions judged 
by Christian standards. I believe that 
the Christian Church holds the real key 
to the whole situation but then it must 
be Church, it must neither become senti- 
mental nor the appendix to some or other 
racial ideology. And by Church I also 
mean the African Christians. 

African Christians coming up from 
their own pagan background will be the 
people to decide which of their own 
tribal cultural values or institutions 
could be tolerated or used in their own 
Christian Church. We could not decide 
for them because we do not understand 
the deeper implications of many of these 
things. So for instance I would feel for 
the use of the drum in African church 
services. But in some parts of Africa at 
least African Christians would never 
tolerate it because to them it is too deeply 
linked with pagan rites in connection 
with ancestor worship. 

The crucial question seems to be: Will 
the Church act in time to ward off ca- 
tastrophe? 

If the Church is true to Jesus Christ 
and her high calling the world may some 
day be just beginning for all of us, for 
white and black in Africa!

are successful phosphate and copper 
mines in Israel, and fields of gypsum 
and marble. 

With plenty of water, fertilizer and 
irrigation, the land that once flowed 
with milk and honey is already blossom- 
ing like the rose. Shortly before Israel’s 
tenth anniversary as an independent

nation, the New York Times stated: 
“During the last year the value of 
Israel’s agriculture increased ten per 
cent, making ,he current total nearly 
200 per cent greater than when Israel 
became a nation in the spring of 1948. 

. In ten years the Israelis have 
tripled their planted acreage in a nation, 
roughly the size of New Jersey, that is 
more than half desert and rock-strewn 
mountainside. Today there are four 
times as many fields under irrigation as 
in 1949. The total yield of citrus fruit, 
the country’s best dollar earner, has 
been doubled and brings, nearly 
$40,000,000 annually in exports. The 
production of vegetables is four times 
greater, and Israel now is able to provi- 
vide all the milk, eggs, and poultry 


. needed for her relatively high standard 


of living. . . . In ten years Israel’s agri- 
culture has been pushed until it can 
produce 70 per cent of her food needs.” 

But today, Israel has only the edge 
of what she will eventually possess. She 
now has power and authority, and her 
army has administered defeat to Egypt 
and Syria. Tendencies! Later she will 
have far greater power in covenant with 
the United States of Europe. Then 
Israel, caught in the vise between two 
great world powers, is to be engulfed in 
her greatest tribulation. 

Next month we shall look at one of 
these great powers: the coalition of 
countries over which the Antichrist will 
rule, countries which lie within the 
bounds of the Old Roman Empire.
